W a s h in g to n , August 4th.— In the Senate 
Wiudom, from the Foreign Rula t ion a Com­ 
mittee, reported the House bill to establish 
dip'onatic relations with Persia and for the 
apomntment of a Consul-General at a salary 
of §5,000. 
Passed. 
The conference report on the bill for the 
sale ef a part of tfco Omaha Indian reserva- 
tior, in Nebraska, was concurred in. 
In the Hou»e Hutchins offered a resolution 
proposing a constitutional amendment that it 
shall take two-thirds of the members of each 
house to pasa a bill over the President’s veto, 
instead of two-thirds of the members voting. 
Referred. 
Robeson presented a conference report on 
the naval hill. 
The only disagreement Is 
upon closing a navy yard. 
The session of Congress is dying of legisla­ 
tive old age. 
Monday next, when, according 
to an undefined, but general understanding, 
the breath of life will finally depart from its 
body, there will be less than a quorum to 
catch the last words of the presiding officers 
of the two chambers. 
Half a dozen men on 
appropriation committees of the Senate and 
House are doing all the work that remains to 
be done before adjournment. 
They are con- 
fertes of the general deficiency, naval and 
sundry civil appropriation bills. 
The legisla­ 
tive, executive and judiciary bill, which has 
been tossed about in Congress for the past 
month, was agreed to by both houses to-day, 
the Senate recedirg from its proposition to 
the proposed trsnsfer of cierks fiom the Ad­ 
jutant’s office to the office of the Surveyor- 
General. 
Tin point of difference remains on 
toe naval bill, and the H mse c mferees to­ 
day ir slated that the Secretary of the Navy 
should be authorized in his discretion to close 
such of the navy yards as he might thing ex­ 
pedient. A comprou.i e on this clause will un­ 
doubtedly be reached to-morrow. Th6 House 
confe-ees on the general deficiency bill are still 
disputing the claim of the Senate for mileage 
for the extra sessi, n, but there is no danger

internal revenue 1 ill, which Is now being 
made to do duty in the Senate, in the words 
of Senator Plumb, as a “ mere diversion.” 
The House resolution providing for ad­ 
journment to-morrow, was not acted upon by 
the Senate today, f r the reason that it is 
not thought a-'-visable to recommend it until 
the last possible moment. 
The rules of the 
H< use provide that a motion to eusp nd the 
rules shall be introduced auy time duting the 
last six days of the session, until both houses 
concur in adj >nrn-r:eot. 
Tae Republican 
leaders in the House do not wish a fl >od cf 
bills to be ru-hed through nnder suspenden 
of the rules in the lest hours of the ses-ion, 
and they have advised their friends in the 
Smate not to call up the resolution, at the 
earliest, until to morrow afternoon. 
Ihe House bill to relieve certain s ldiera 
cf the late war from the charge of desertion 
was passed, and amended so as to exclude 
from its benefits those who served less than 
twelve mouths, or who intenti .nally deserted. 
The tnx i eduction bill wah then taken up by 
40 to 30, but was temporarily laid aside to 
euabie tvla'er to call up the conference report 
upon the Indian Creek orphan-iund bill. On 
tne latter Cameron of Wiecorain, Ingalls, 
Saunders and Van Wyck, with D..vis of Iiii- 
uois, voted aye with the Democrats. 
The 
principal point in controversy on the Indian 
bill was the item of §100.000 for the support 
of loyal refugees cf the tribe, which the Sen­ 
ate had vote i to have charged against the 
Iodian Creek f ind, and as to which the con­ 
ferees reported that the money should be paid 
by the United States directly, and nothing in 
the Act shall prevent the latter from being 
reimhmicd hereafter for the same by the 
Creek 
cation. 
The 
report, af'er 
dis­ 
cussion, 
was 
adopted. 
The 
debate 
on the tax reduction bill 
was resumed. 
Beck repli’d to Hoar's statement yesterday 
that he had been aiding the Republican party 
by bis blunders, and charactsrized the Me-

and oppressing tbote of the speaker. 
Hale presented the conference report on 
the naval appropriation hill, and explained 
that aereen.sets had been reached on all the 
items in dispu e except that in ieterenca to 
the temporary clo-ing of Davy yards and the 
travof-r if p ti hable property and sto-es 
therefrom, and one authoriz ng i. report to be 
made upon additional ia -is and water front 
f .r tilt New York Navy \ ranl 
H« said the 
House conf refs re.-aided the lessening of the 
number of yards as h mostimportaotrefurm 
in the bill, as they believed there were now 
too many yards. 
Personally the Senate con- 
f rees agreed with them in this, but were 
CJnstraiced, in v¡ew of the vote in the Sen­ 
ate, to report a formal disagreement. 
The 
result c lupromi-es two other items, at)d was 
as follow : “ S Date amendment for protec­ 
tion of the Government from any liability to 
complete unfinished monitors is assented toby 
the House; reduction in tbe line of the navy had 
been arranged by restoring rhe Commodores, 
ten in number. 
Iu chtributing reductions 
were agreed uoon through the d fferent grades 
as fo'lows: Rsar Admirals four, Commo­ 
dores fifteen, Captains five, Corrmian er- 
three. Lieutenant Commanders eight, Lieu- 
teoante thirty (instead of eighty, as proposed 
by ihe House), Masters tweoty-five. Kasig .s 
twenty-five. 
As to the retired list the cm- 
ferees had not interfered with the pay now 
received by aoy officers, but had provided 
that hereafter officers up n the list shall have 
the rank and pay to which they are entitled 
at the date of retirement. 
Concerning the 
duty to which officers shall he assigned who 
are not st s?a, that part of the clause which 
provides tnat such officers be assigned to such 
shore duty as the Secretary of the Navy can 
assign, is retained in tire bill ard^the remair- 
der is stricken out. 
The conference r< p rt 
was accepted and new conferees appointed 
upon tf e two items rcinair.iag in dispute. 
L gap, Cameron of Pennsylvania, An­ 
thony, Hampton and Jones of Florida, con- 
s'itu’.ed the select committee under the recent 
resolution to examine and report upon heavy 
ordnance and projectiles. 
After an executive 
se-sion, Abison, Hale and Beck were ap­ 
pointed c nferees on the sundry civil bill. 
The consideration of the tax reduction bill 
was resumed, the question being open the 
amendment providing for the reduction of 10 
percent after January 1st, 1883, and an ad­ 
dition-'1 10 per cent, after January 1st, 18J4, 
upon import duties. 
Pending the debate a 
quorum roll call was had, and 36 Senators 
responded—three less than a quorum.

The New York Markets and Trade. 
N e w Y o b k , August 4th.—T h e following is 
the report of the condition of the market 
here for the week ending to-day : Geueral 
business for the past week has been moder­ 
ately active, the number of Southern and 
Western buyers in the market being larger 
than u-uil at this period of the year. 
In dry 
good*, domesti.-s are in good demand at pre­ 
vailing low prices, aud large amouuts have 
been moved on account of previous orders. 
A good miscellaneous dry goods trade is beiug 
done, though buyers are still cautious and 
prudent iu purchases, but more freedom ia 
observable as the season goes on. 
Large 
cash purchases are made where inducements 
are offered. 
In grain, after a rapid decline 
the latter part of last week, pries a gradually 
advanced until Thursday, whau they reached 
the higest figures of the we< k for wheat, and 
the market closed a fraction below the high­ 
est rates. 
Corn showed a moderate decline 
and recovered without any wide fluctuation 
in values which were materially different 
from those of a week ago. 
The J uly corner 
in natu was settled up without any material 
difficulty or any embarrassment to the par­ 
ties concerned, as far as we have been ablo to 
discover. 
August deliveries opened quite 
firm, with prices from 5 to 9 cents above. 
Lard has beeo strong, and has made consid­ 
erable advance, though eloping somewhat 
weak, at prices some 35 to 38 cents above 
those of a wet-k ago. 
Pork has shown 
strength, without any material advance in 
values, and tho fluctuation has beeo slight. 
The cotton market has been dull and rather 
unsatisfactory. 
The volume of business has 
been quite moderate, and there appears to be 
but a few outside operators. 
There are indi­ 
cations of 
a 
possible corner in August 
cotton, 
and 
prices 
on this description 
have aJvanced something like 25 paints dur­ 
ing the past week. 
Petroleum has been 
somewhat 
irregular, 
though 
fluctuations 
have not been wide, the market having been 
influenced by reports of the increased or de­ 
creased flow of certain wells. 
Freights have 
been better on account of a lack of vessels.

There Bre many interesting questions in 
connection with the comparativa value of 
milk given by cows if different kinds cf 
stock. Until within the last half century 
the old American stock, or the common scrub 
stock of the country, wag used almost exclu­ 
sively as milch cows on the farms and in the 
dairies everywhere in the United States, and 
when the question of the relative value of 
milk was raised, it only related to the milk 
given by different individuals of the same 
stock. The common stock if America was 
made up from the importations of stock by 
the original settlers of this country. Some 
coming from Germany and Holland brought 
with them the stock of those countries, as the 
Holstein and Holderoe’s. Some coming from 
Spain brought with them the breeds cf cattle 
most common in Spain. The English and 
Scotch settlers brought with them the origin­ 
als of the stock from which they have since 
bred their fine Durbams, Ayrshires, Htre- 
fords, etc. 
The French also brought 
ever samples cf 
their cattle. 
and 
from 
all these intermixed originated 
the common Btock of America, changed and 
molded by circumstances of climate, feed and 
care. Hence when a cow of the common 
stock of America gave an unusually large 
quantity of milk, or another one gave unusu­ 
ally rich milk, the fact had no significance as 
pointing to the good qualities of any partic­ 
ular breed. The owner of this particular cow 
could not claim for his cow the Ayrshire or 
the Durham or the Scotch or the Holstein 
blood. He conld only claim that he had a 
good cow, and he csnld make no use of his 
fortunate possession, except by endeavoring 
to increa-e the number of his milch cows 
from this particular animal and her progeny. 
This practice is called selection, and it has 
ever been one of the most practical and effi­ 
cient methods of improvement of the dairy 
and milking stock of the country. However 
much any person might improve his milking 
cows in this way, they were still only com­ 
mon scrubs, because they had no pedigree or 
distinctive name. No general or national 
advantage could be secured by such indefinite 
effirts or accidental gocd iuck. The im- 
Srovemeuts made in stock in England ami 
[ollaud, however, were given a more definite 
character, and carried with them greater 
significance, 
from 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
English 
and 
the 
Hollanders 
directed their eff. rts in a more systematic 
way, acd at an early day begin to keep a 
record of their breeding transactions, and to 
observe and record the crosses that produced 
the beat results. In other words, breeders 
began to keep private or individual berd- 
books, and to give names to the breeds they 
were prepagatirg. Thus we early hear and 
read of the Durhams, or shorthorns, Devon- 
sbires, Hertford* and Ayrshires, and more 
latterly of the Jerseys, Alderntys and the 
Guernseys in Great- Britain, and ths Hol­ 
stein in Holland. From private berd-books 
came the idea and the practice of keeping 
national herd books for cacti distinct breed 
or race of stock. The registered cattle r.ow 
in America all had their origin in and were 
imported from Europe—mostly from England 
and the Channel Islands. Hence all our 
com parison* of stock or the produce of stock 
or hurued cattle have reference to some i f 
these distinctive imported breeds. Ths 
bieeds claiming mist attention for merit 
at this time are the Durhams, or short-horns, 
Hereford?, Ayrshires, Jeraeje, Alderatys and 
Guernseys and Holstein. Toe t-hort-horns 
and Herefcrds are in active competition as 
producers of beef, and no other breeds enter 
very seriously into this competition. But 
the short-hi rns also claim to be among the 
beic breeds for the dairy, and hence we will 
icclade them with the dairy breeds in our 
comparisons of milk. We, however, know 
of but f w dairies in this State composed en­ 
tirely of thoroughbred cows of any breed. 
Tne dairy cows in the practical dairy are 
mostly grades or crosses between thorough­ 
breds. By grades we mean crosses between 
thoroughbreds and common stock, while 
crosses between thoroughbred cattle of differ­ 
ent breeds are more properly termed pure 
breeds. 
We have compared the milk of the Ayr­ 
shire. the shorthorns, and Jerseys, and have 
with‘great uniformity found the quality of 
milk from etch differing materially. The 
test with the lactometer shows a difference of 
about ten dignes between the milk of the 
Ayrshires and shorthorns, and about ten de­ 
grees between that from the shorthorns and 
the Jerseys. In other words, if the milk of 
the Jerseys is taken as the standard in weight, 
then the milk of the shorthorns is shown to 
be slout ten per cant, lighter, and the milk 
of the Ayrshires about tea per cent, lighter 
than that of the shorthorns. To express it 
in a different form : the milk of the short­ 
horns in its natural composition contains ten 
per cent, mare water than that of the Jey- 
seys, and the milk of the Ayrshires ten per 
cent, more water thin that of the fharthorns, 
so that the milk of the Ay shires in its natu­ 
ral compnsiti n, or as it comes from the cow, 
contains 20 per cent, more water than that 
of the Jerseys. 
The showings of the 
lactometer aro confirmed in the prac­ 
tical use of the 
milk 
from these 
three breeds iu the manufacture of butter. 
The same quantity of milk by measure 
drawn from the average shorthorn cow will 
produce about 10 p r cent, more batter than 
that drawn from the average Ayrshire cow, 
and so the same quantity by measure drawn 
from the average Jersey cow will produce 
about 10 per cent, more butter than that 
drawn from the average shorthorn cow. This 
gives the Jersey cow 20 per cant, advantage 
over the Ayrshire in quality of miik for any 
purpose. Simply looking at the milk frcm 
these three breeds of cows one can become 
convinced of the great difference in their 
comparative value. 
Take three cans of 
miik, one from each of there three breeds of 
cows, and Etand them side by side when 
freshly drawn from the udder, and the con­ 
trast is really striking and furnishes food for 
an interesting stu iy to the naturalist. The 
Jersey milk is of a deep orange straw color, 
while the shorthorn milk is a faded straw 
color and the Ayrshire milk is a'most a pure 
white with a slight tinge of the blue where it 
comes in contact with the edge cf the tin 
vessel containing it. 
The mechanical construction of the milk 
from these three breeds of cows is as different 
as is their c -inparativa weight or their com­ 
parative color or butter-producing quaütier. 
All milk is c m posed of small grains or 
globules ef a fatty substance inclosed in small 
Backs or cases of cacine. In the Ayrshire 
milk these globules are much finer or smaller 
than in the shorthorn milk, and these 
globules in the Jersey milk are coarser or 
larger than th -sa in the shorthorn milk. 
The Ayrshire roi.k, therefore, contains more 
of the compisition of cheeee and less of but­ 
ter, while the Jersey miik coutains more but­ 
ter and less cheese. Butter comes quicker 
and separates more readily in churning Jersey 
milk than in churning milk of skoithorns or 
Ayrshire?, becanse the globules are larger and 
have thinner cases than do the globules 
in either of the other classes of miik. 
The crosses from each of these three breeds 
of cattle with common stock develop charac­ 
teristics in regard to quality of milk similar 
to those of the originals. The Jersey, being 
undoubtedly a native breed, is a much 
stronger breeding animal than either the 
sh-rthorns or Ayrshires, which are both the 
result of croeees and are not native breeds 
By experience we have found the Jerseys and 
the shorthorns to cross well, and to produce 
a daiiy cow of greater value iu the butter or 
mi k dairy than the thoroughbred of either 
breed. This cross makes a cow of greater 
eizs and capacity, while tbe Jersey, being the 
stronger breeder, gives to the cross or product 
tbe peculiar characteristics of tbe th rough- 
bred Jrrasy—the same richnees in butter of 
the milk, with the greater quantity. 


A Good Opening for a Valuable Business. 
Over a quarter of a century ago the late 
James Vick, of Rochester, N. Y., left the 
printing business and embarked in the busi­ 
ness of seed-gardening. When be died he 
was the most extensive eeed-grower in the 
world. He had made a large fortune, had a 
very extensive and profitable business, and 
had conferred great benefits on mankind. 
There is scarcely a flower garden in the civ­ 


ilized world that has not been rendered more 
beantiful and more valuable to ita owner by 
the enterpri-e of Vick, and flowers brorght 
into notice and improved by his perseverance 
and ingenuity as a florist. Others have con­ 
ferred Hike benefits upon the vrga able gir­ 
ders by enterprises of a like charaetcr in the 
line of cultivating and improving the seed of 
the variouB kinds of vegetables, and in bring­ 
ing native plants into cultivation and use on 
the table. While California climate seems 
superior to that of any other part of the 
world for the growing in perfection of 
every 
fljwer 
and 
every 
vegetable, 
we ara still dependent on other coun­ 
tries for onr flower and vegetable seels. 
We still allow the falsehood to gain currency 
a? the truth that California-raised fl -wer and 
vegetables-seeds are inferior in quality to 
similar seeds raised elsewhere. A moment’s 
reflection will coavince any thinking horti­ 
culturist that there is no truth to this propo­ 
sition, though generally accepted and acted 
ou as a fact. If California will produce the 
best wheat, i* it possible tnat this wheat is 
inferior in its reproducing qualities? Are we 
a c ntradiction to the old and long-accepted 
maxim in that “ like produces like?” 
If 
we improve 
wheat by growing 
it in our California toil and climate one 
year, will not the same or similar soil and 
ciim-ite cause a similar improvement the 
second year ? To put the caFt> in another 
shape, we will suppose we sow here seed 
wheat from lows, and produce a much supe­ 
rior aitcle to the original grain, and then 
take some of the California-grown seed back 
to Iowa and plant it. Is it in accordance 
with natural laws of vegetable reproduction 
that the improved seed will not tend to pro­ 
duce an improved product? We claim, 
and we think there 
can 
be no 
doubt about tbe correctness of onr' claim, 
tnat wherever a fltwer or vegetable groWB to 
the greatest perfection, there is the place, 
above all others, to get seed to propagate 
that flower or vegetable in still greater per­ 
fection. 
Instead, theD, of obtaining our 
fl >wer and vegetable seeds from other coun­ 
tries, tbe other countries should obtain their 
flower and vegetable seeds from us. We 
should export rather than import our seed. 
Aud right here is the opening for a good busi­ 
ness. The only real reason why California 
seeds are regarded as infeiior, and the only 
reason why they are not the beet to plant, is 
that there are no properly conducted seed- 
gardens in California. The common mixed 
flower-garden, or the common mixed vegeta- 
ble-garden, is not the place to produce gcod 
and pure flower or vegetable feed. 
To 
produce seed true to its kind, the 
flower or vegetable must be isolated 
from every othea flower or vegetable 
with which it can possibly mix or hybridize. 
In this perfect isolation is the certainty of re­ 
liable reproduction, and right here was one 
of the secrets of Mr. Vick’s success. His 
seed were always reliable. Whoever has the 
land to establish and conduct in a proper 
manner a seed garden, and the knowledge 
and perseverance necessary to make the pro­ 
duction of good, reliable seed a certainty, 
could make a most valuable and profitable 
business in California. 
Seedling Pits for Planting. 
It is a well-established fact iu hoiticulture 
that the pit of a seedling fruit is stronger and 
better for planting for nursery stock than the 
seed of a grafted or budded fruit. The same 
is true as between the seed of seedling fruit 
and the seed of grafted or budded fruitof any 
kind. Nurserymen should recognize and act 
on this fact in planting out their stock of all 
kinds. Any other course may entail degen­ 
eration, and cause loss to themselves and 
patrons. Nurserymen in the Northern States 
have long made a practice of sending into the 
Southern States for their peach pits, for the 
reism thatjthere weie more seedlings or nat­ 
ural fruit raised iu the South.

THE PRINCIPAL STREET IN THE CITY- 
BRANSENBURO GATE. 


Statue or Frederick the Great—Royal Li­ 
brary—Pleasure Garden—Museum 
—Rational Gallery. 


B er l in . July 8, 1882. 
A stranger entering for the first time the 
great German capital—the city of a million 
and a half inhabitants ; the city of 25,000 
soldiers ; tbe city which vies with Vienna 
for tbe third place amoDg the oapitala of 
Europe—does not generally begin at once 
to burrow iuto museums, explore castles 
and spy out churches. No ; he finds ob­ 
jects enough on the outside to occupy the 
undivided attention of both eyes and ears ; 
in fact, he finds himself lcnging that, for 
a season, the mantle of the ancient Argus 
might fall upon him. His fiist resort is 
generally the King’a highway, 
“ CNTER I)EN LINDEN,” 
Whose beauty wrings exclamations of sur­ 
prise and delight from even the most 
phlegmatic and indifferent visitor. Here 
he sees an attractive vista of about 200 
feet in breadth and over a mile in length, 
stretching in one continuous line from the 
Biandenburg Gate to the King’s Palace. 
It derives its name from the beautiful 
avenues of linden trees, with an occa­ 
sional chestnut, which stand in thick 
double rows on either side of the wide 
pedestrian passage. Between each row is 
a road for horseback-riders, outside of 
which, on either aide, is a carriage road 
acd a sidewalk. This he finds, for the en­ 
tire length, a most delightful walk or 
drive. But let us notice same of its at­ 
tractions, beginning with the grand and 
imposing Brandenburg Gate, which forms 
the entrance to the city from the “ Tbier 
Garten ” or public park. The gate ¡8 con­ 
structed from sandstone, in imitation of 
the Propylea at Athens. It is 85 feet 
high and 205 feet wide, and boasts of five 
different passages, separated by massive 
Doric columns. The central passage is re­ 
served for 
ROYAL EQUIPAGES, 
And a guard is stationed on either side. 
The gate is surmounted by a graceful quad­ 
riga of victory in copper. In 1S07 this 
quadriga was taken to Paris by the French, 
but was brought back again at the conclu­ 
sion of the war in 1814. On the side of 
the gate next to the town are two wings 
resembling Grecian temples. The one on 
the right contains a telegraph office and 
the pneumatic postoffice, on the left the 
guard-house. On the outside are hand­ 
some colonnades for the use of foot passen­ 
gers, who continually come and go. Be­ 
tween tho gate and the beginning of the 
Linden proper lies the beautiful Parisian 
Square, so named from the victories of 
1814. On one side Í9 the palace of tbe 
French Embassy, and on the other that of 
the English. Before each building are 
grassy lawns, each adorned with choice 
flower beds and a gigantic fountain, whose 
white spray cheers and refreshes the trav­ 
eler as he passes through the gate. We 
now observe handsome dwellings and allur­ 
ing stores of every kind. The picture 
stores never fail to attract. The latest 
excitement, before which every one must 
halt, is a large photograph of 
THE FOUR KAISERS. 
Emperor William, over 83 years of age, 
sits in an armchair holding his great- 
grandson, the future Emperor, only a few 
months old. At his right stands the C'rowu 
Prince, and at his left Prince William, 
father of the baby prince. In the drives 
we notice the elegant carriages of the no­ 
bility en route for the Thier "Garten ; and 
sometimes we see a royal equipage. We 
recognize it by the waving white plume in 
tbe hat of the driver and the double row 
of eagles which adorn the livery of both 
driver and footman. Passing on, we soon 
arrive at the well known aquarium. If 
we enter we shall find stone caves, sub­ 
terranean passages, and other imitations 
of natural objects, all so skillfully fitted up 
that we almost beheve we are wandering 
through a labyrinth of underground grot­ 
toes. There are birds of every descrip­ 
tion, salt and fresh water fish of every 
kind, besides innumerable animals, from 
the long wicked snake to the inter­ 
esting monkey. 
Two immerse orang­ 
outangs occupy a large queer three-cor­ 
nered cage, from one side of which the 
faces of the visitors pressed against the 
wires of the other side can be seen. Two 
foreigners were doing the aquarium one 
day, aud as one stood fascinated by the 
beautiful sea anemone the other cried*out, 
“ Jane, come quick I See this cage of mon­ 
keys ; their taces are just too human !” 
The big, ugly, brown orang-outsngs flung 
themselves from their dens above at that 
moment, and the human faces on the other 
side shouted t? s r applause. At right 
angles with the Linden are the finest and 
busiest streets in Berlin ; indeed, all the 
life and bustle cf the city are centered in 
Unter den Irinden and the principal streets 
which cross it. Frederick street is es­ 
pecially worthy of attention, being over 
two miles long, wide and finely macadam­ 
ized. At regular intervals 
A STALWART SCHDTZMAN, 
In blue uniform and shining helmet, sits 
like a warrior upon hia black horse, while 
at every torn wo see a schnfzman who does 
not Bit on a horse, but who is not only a 
terror to evil doers but is also ever ready 
to point out the nearest way to museums 
and galleries. Not far from Frederick 
street we come to the Paesage or Kaiser 
Gallery, which leads diagonally to Behren 
street. This is not the largest but it is 
said to be one of the handsomest and 
busiest arcades in Europe. Tho Passage 
is tastefully decorated with terra cotta, 
and contains shops, restaurants, a cafe, the 
Panoptican, the microscopic aquarium, a 
pi>9t and telegraph office. In the imme­ 
diate vicinity is the famons Cafe Bauer, the 
finest restaurant in Berlin. This is fitted 
up with fine paintings, flowers and white 
marble busts of 
the 
Kaiser 
and 
the Kaisenn. 
As we pass along 
wo notice 
the 
royal crown over 
every door where any kind of business is 
done ; for every storekeeper that ever sold a 
rattle or pound of coffee to any number of 
thennmerousroyal family, immediately pro­ 
cured a crown and shield and styled him­ 
self “ KoDigliche Hoflieferant,” or one who 
supplies the Court. Dr. B. and his wife, 
of Boston, noticed tbe frequent recurrence 
of this s:gn; noticed it on the beer 
wagons, on the shops, on the corner gro­ 
ceries, and, as they passed an apothecary's 
shop one day, Mrs. B. stopped acd said, 
emphatically: “ Dan, what de you sup­ 
pose this Hoflieferant is, that they make so 
much fuss abont ? Do go in and buy a bot­ 
tle ; I am sure it would be good for you.” 
Since they have studied German the doctor 
telle the story with great glee. Between 
the termination of the Linden proper and 
the collection of grand buildings rises tho 
imposing bronze statue of 
FREDERICK THE GREAT. 
This was erected in 1851, and executed 
by the masterly hand of Rauch. It is 44 
feet high, and pronounced by many to be 
the grandest monument cf the kind in the 
world. The renowned King sits on hia 
horse in coronation robes, with his insep­ 
arable companion, his walking-stick, in his 
right hand. The polished granite pedestal 
is divided into three sections. Tke upper 
section contains allegorical figures, scenes 
from the King’a education and domestic 
life, his apotheosis and figures representing 
tbe different virtues. The central section 
contains large size figures of officers and 
contemporaries of the great King. The 
lawer section it covered with names of dis­ 
tinguished men, chiefly soldiers in ths time 


of Frederick the Great. The foundation of 
this magnificent monument waa laid in 
1S40, on the hundredth anniversary of the 
accession of Frederick the Great to the 
throne of I’rnssia. Now appear the collec­ 
tion of grand edifices. At the right of the 
statue riaea the palace of the Emperor. 
This is a plain, square building, the corners 
of which are adorned with the royal eagle, 
over which a flag waves when the Emperor 
resides here. Opposite the palace is the 
Building Academy, whose immense clock 
over the gateway is one of the 
VETERAN TIMEKEEPERS OF BERLIN. 
In close proximity are the University 
buildings, large enough to accommodate 
36,000 students. In the garden in front 
stand the statues of the illustrious 
brothers, William and Alexander von 
Humboldt. Adjoining the palace is the 
Royal Library, said to have been built in 
imitation of the Royal Winter Riding 
School at Vienna, and also claiming the 
reputation of being one of the most effec­ 
tive rococo strucrure3 in Berlin. This 
library contains 900,000 volumes and 15,000 
mannscriptB, among which are the first 
impressions of Luther’s translation of the 
Bible, Melancthon’s report of the “ D:etof 
Worms” and Gutenburg's Bible on parch­ 
ment. Near the library is the Royal 
Opera House. This building is not at all 
attractive from the outside ; but the crim­ 
son tint, grand royal box, statuary and 
beautiful frescoing render the interior 
charming as the abode of the fairies. Be­ 
hind the opera house stands the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Hedwig, which was 
erected by Frederick the Great between 
the years *1747 73. This is an imitation of 
the Pantheon at Rome. But Berlin can­ 
not boast of beautiful churches ; indeed, 
there is not one in the city of world-wide 
f »me. 
THE ROYAL GUARD HOUSE 
Opposite, was constructed by the great 
architect Schinkel. It is Doric style, in 
the form of a Roman fortified gate. Near 
it are three formidable cannon. Military 
music on certain days of the week never 
fails to draw a crowd of delighted listen­ 
ers. The palace of the Crown Prince is 
adjacent the Ot<era House, and an arch 
over the street connects it with the build­ 
ing known as the Palace of the Princesses. 
This contains an interesting art collection 
of the Crown Princess. 
Opposite the 
palaci of the Crown Prince is the Arsenal, 
one of the finest buddings in Berlin. This 
is a square structure, each side of which is 
288 feet long, with a quadrangle in the 
middle. It is richly decorated with fine 
sculptures, among which the heads of 
expiring warriors on the keystones of the 
window arches ere considered remarkable 
specimens of workmanship. 
We now 
cress over the .Schloss Brucke (castle 
bridge) which spins the Spree river. This 
is decorated with eight groups of statuary 
in marble, all illustrating scenes in the lite 
of a warrior. At the left of the bridge 
extends the beautiful Lust Girten (pleas­ 
ure garden), a square of 247 yards long and 
220 yards wide. In the center, on a pedes­ 
tal of granite twenty feet in hight rites the 
equestrian statue of Frederick William III. 
Tüis statue was inaugurated June 16, 1871, 
during the festival which celebrated the 
victories over the French. The garden 
abounds in cosy nooks, in which benches 
are placed, where men, women and chil­ 
dren can sit and enjoy tbe flowers aud 
trees, the playing of fountains and Binging 
of birds to their heart’s content. For 
those who love 
BIRDS, FLOWERS AND LITrLE CHILDREN, 
It is exceedingly interesting to stroll 
through the garden in the morning, when 
the nurses have gathered from near and 
from far with fresh, rosy children of every 
description. The children sit among the 
ilowers and drop crumbs of their “ butter- 
brod ” on the stone mosaic to the trusting 
little birds that hop about and twitter out 
their thanks for the welcome Innch. Be­ 
fore the garden stands the Royal Palace, a 
handsome Renaissance structure, which is 
said to be one of the largest in the world. 
Ia tho time of Frederick the Great this 
palace served as a residence for all the 
members of the royal family ; but now only 
two Princes occupy apartments here ; the 
rest of the building consists of reception- 
rooms, apartments for royal guests, and 
the dwellings of a few officials. The old 
museum at the rear of the garden is 
pronounced an admirable example of 
Greek architecture. 
The Ionio por­ 
tico of eighteen co'.nmai is approached 
by a broad flight of steps. This building 
was also the work of the famous Schinkel. 
Behind the old Museum is the new Muse­ 
um ; these are connected by a short pas­ 
sage crossing above the street. On the 
corner between the Mnsenm and the Cathe­ 
dral is stationed one of those queer little 
out-dcor fruit stands. This is presided 
over by an old woman with small blue 
eyes, weather-beaten features and a body 
of most unwieldy proportions, who is gen­ 
erally known as “ Apfel Lise.” Some time 
ago she sold her earthly house of clay, her 
spiritual tenement, for 40 thalers, to the 
hospital, for tbe benefit of science ; prop­ 
erty to be taken possession of immediately 
after death. At the time of this curious 
business transaction she resembled a 
sphere, but since the sale she has resumed 
more rational proportions. 
THE NATIONAL GALLERY OF PAINTINGS, 
On a basement 39 feet high, stands east of 
the new Museum. This charming building 
is in the form of a Corinthian temple, 200 
feet long and 1C5 feet wide. It is in the 
center of a square which is surrounded by 
Doric colonnades and embellished with 
statues, flower beds and a magnificent 
fountain, which plays continually in a 
beantiful basin of colored mosaic. On the 
east side of the Lust Garten, between the 
Palace and Museum, that queer, insignifi­ 
cant looking buildirg is the Riyal Cathe­ 
dral, Beneath it are the burial vaults of 
the royal family. We have now noticed 
the principal objects of interest on the 
principal street of Berlin ; but tho treas­ 
ures rich and rare hidden away within the 
walls of some of these grand old buildings 
are worthy of a description, which in course 
of time may also find its way to our blessed 
land cf sunshine.

We kno • a is a moot point among even 
good horsemen as to whether in shoeing 
frog-pressure should be courted or avoided. 
Experience, we believe, will be ia favor of 
frog-pressure, and both anatomy and com­ 
mon sense are on its aide. The frog is pre­ 
cisely fitted, as we have said, for Buch 
pressure, and even our stony street pave­ 
ments do but harden and develop the frog 
jnst as the bare-footed boy has his foot- 
sole toughened. Xenophon toils as in his 
school for horsemen that colts brought up 
on dry, stony soils never ueed protection. 
The ordinary shoe, with heel and toe cork, 
lifts the foot-sole from the ground and 
prevents such frog pressure. But, as a 
rule, such horses have more or less con­ 
tracted heels acd have not a long, free 
stride. Their gait is “ groggy.” Takeoff 
such shoes and put on the Goodenough or 
a similar shoe, and it is remarkable to see 
how their gait improves and how the heel 
expands. In the winter time, owing to 
the ice, it is necessary to shoe them with 
corks say two or three times ; all the rest 
of the year the Goodenoueh, applied cold, 
is by far the best shoe. We epcak after 
considerable experience.—(Medical News.

INEXPENSIVE PUDDING—HOW TO MAKE 
GOOD COFFEE—BEEAD 8P0NGE. 


Matters of Interest to the House­ 
keeper—Parlor and Kitchen- 
Useful Information. 


C aledo nia 
C rea m .—Two ounces of 
raspberry jam, two ounces red currant 
jam, sifted loaf sugar, the whites of two 
eggs. Put all into a bowl, and beat with 
a spoon for thrce-quarteis of an hour. This 
is a mixtuie that is much used in Scotland 
as a delicacy. 
T ip T op C a k e.—One pound of sugar, one 
cupful of butter, iour eggs, one cupful of 
milk, one pound of chopped raisins, half a 
pound of chopped figs, half a grated nut­ 
meg, one small teaspoonfnl of soda, one tea 
spoonfnl of cream of tartar ; flour to make 
it of a proper consistency, 
A Ca n d le to B urn A ll N ig h t.— 
Wuen, as iu a case of sickness, a dull light 
is wished, or when matches are mislaid, 
put powdered salt on the candle till it 
reaches the black part of the wick. In this 
way a mild and Bteady light may be kept 
throughout the night by a small piece of 
candle. 
* 
C h e a p P u d d in g.—An inexpensive but 
delicious pudding is made of one cup of 
sugar, two cups of milk, two eggs, three 
tablespoonfuls of flour rubbed smooth iu a 
little milk, one tablespocmfnl of butter ; 
flavor with nutmeg ; a little fruit adds 
very much to the goodness of the pudding. 
Make a thin crust as for tarts ; till with 
the mixture and bake. 
To M a k e G ood C o f f e e—Put a suf­ 
ficient quantity of coffee in the pot and 
pour boning water on i t ; stir and place 
it on the fire. As soon as four or live 
bubbles have risen take it off the lire and 
poor out a teacupful and return it ; set it 
down for one minute, then pour gently over 
the top one teacupful of cold water ; let it 
stand one minute longer and it is ready for 
use. 
L emon 
F ro th.—The yolks of four 
eggs, slowly beaten np with half a pint 
of hock over tbe fire, juice and 
rind of a lemon, sugar to taste Do not let 
it boil, or it will cnrdle. Beat the whiles 
ot the eggs to a solid froth, add them to 
the sauce directly it is taken off the fire, 
aud beat all together for five urinates. 
Half tbe quantity sufficient for a email 
number. 
T ip T op P u d d in g — O se pint of bread 
crumbs, quart of miik, one cu{ tul of sugar, 
the grated peel of a lemon, yolks of four 
eggs, a piece of butter the sizj of an egg. 
Bake. When done spread fresh strawber­ 
ries over the top (or if not in season for 
strawberries uss a cupful of preserved 
raspberries) ; put over that a merringue 
made with the whites of the eggs, a cupful 
ot sugar and the juice of the lemon. Re­ 
turn it to the oven to color. Let it partly 
cool and serve it with rich cream.

The true physiological way of treating 
burns and scalds Í3 at once to exclude the 
air, with cotton batting, flour, scraped 
potato or anything that is handiest. To 
keep seeds from the depredations of mice, 
mix some pieces of camphor with them. 
Can phor placed in trunks or drawers will 
prevent mice from doing them injury. 
C raii S alad.—Take the picked meat of 
twelve boiled crabB, or one wtll-drained 
can of crab meat. Set this away to be­ 
come cold, then arrange it upon a bed of 
crisp, tender lettuce.

Mix these ingreoi- 
euts well together, then stir the mixture 
over the fue, and add vinegar until it is as 
acid as you wish it. Continue to stir it 
until it thickens like boiled custard, then 
remove it from the lire and set it away to 
become thoroughly cold. The dressing 
must not be poured over the saiad until the 
time of serving it. 
U ses of a P an o r B read S po n g e.— 
1. Take one pint of sponge, add one table­ 
spoon of sugar, one tablespoon of melted 
butter, one egg, and set to rise for biscuits.

When the dough for the bread is light, cut 
off a piece the size of a small bowl, make 
tho rest into loaves.

Take the piece 
of reserved dough, cut up fine, add one cup 
of brown sugar, one tablespoon cinnamon, 
one cup raisins or currants, one-half cup 
of tour milk, one teaspoon of soda, three 
eggs well beaten, mix well and steam four 
hours, and you have a delicious pudding. 
Str a w A ir castles — I will try and 
give directions fer makingstrawair-castles. 
Cut twelve straws of a length, say six 
inches, acd cut six little squares of red 
cloth ; now a darning needle and long 
thread. Double a piece of the red cloth 
j and string it on the thread, then a straw 
and then a piece of cloth, and soon till you 
have four straws on the thread ; then put 
the needle through the first piece of cloth, 
then put on a straw and cloth and a straw 
acd through a corner; then a straw and 
cloth and straw ami fasten in the first piece 
of cloth and cut off the thread. Now put 
the thread through one of the free corners 
and string on a straw, then through the 
next corner, acd so on aronnd to the first 
piece, and it is finished. Make three of 
this B.ze and one with cleven-inch straws ; 
hang up ono of the small ones, then tie the 
larger one on the bottom of it, then another 
cn the bottom of that, and hang the others 
inside of the big square, and put a straw 
on the thread tnat we hang tbe inside 
square on, and that lets it down nearer the 
center of the big iquare ; then we make 
smaller squares and tie on the four corner* 
of the thiee acd one for the bottom, and 
then smaller ones for the bottom of them. 
We make them different ways, and add 
more small tquares wherever they will lock 
well. I think they are the prettiest air- 
castles I have ever seen.

Ai Arabi Pash* has tried to deoeivs 
Europe and the world by pretending that 
he is the spokesman of a real national 
party in Egypt, and as those who have not 
examined the subject may poaaibly believe 
th at assertion, we propose to chow how 
Egypt haa prospered under native rule, 
and w hat probabilities there are for a 
national movement in that country. 
And 
tirst a word must be said as to the char­ 
acter of the Egyptian people. 
The popu­ 
lation is mixed, though the Fellaheen, or 
settled Arabs, constitute about four tifth» 
of it. 
It has been estimated at 5.500,000, 
which ia probably but an incouaiderable 
decline from the population in the time of 
the Pharaohs. 
Of this number about 
4,500,000 are Fellaheen, 300,000 Bedouin 
Arabs, 500,000 
Copts, 40,000 Nubians 
and 
Soudanis, 
20,000 
Turks, 
20,000 
Itayah 
Creeks, 
10,000 
Armenians, 
and 
about 
100,000 of 
other 
foreign 
nations of all 
kinds. 
The 
Fellaheen 
constitute the great masses of the Egyp. 
tian people. 
They are, according to Mc- 
< oan, “ the moat patient, the most pacific, 
“ the most home-loving, and withal the 
“ merriest race in the world." 
In spite of 
six or eight thousand years of oppression 
they are still physically a very fine race ; 
the men tall, well-formed, handsome and 
stately ; the women often very beautiful, 
and always shapely and graceful in their 
youth. 
No race in the world is so riveted 
to the soil. 
Every Fellah demanda a piece 
of land, however small, for his own. 
The 
arable land of the Nile valley is about 
5.000.000 acres, and it is subdivided in the 
most minute way. 
There is no landless 
class in Egypt. 
It is a nation of peasant 
proprietors, or rather it was until recently. 
Everything in Egypt depends upon the 
Nile, since there is no rain. 
It is there­ 
fore necessary th at 
all 
the Fellaheen 
should be at liberty to tend their crops 
when the inundation comes, for if they are 
not at hand to do this they lo9e their 
crops for that year. 
It has long been the 
custom for the lords of Egypt to exact 
forced labor from the people ; the practice 
is identical with that of the feudal correes 
of pre-revolutionary France. 
The father 
of the present Khedive, Ismail, had a 
passion to become a great land owner, and 
ultimately acquired one-fifth of all the cul­ 
tivated land of Egypt, or upwards of 
1.000.000 acres. 
He obtained much of 
this ¡and in the following way : He would 
issue orders for the Fellaheen of a certain 
district to come up and labor on his land, 
and he would issue these orders just when 
the people were needed on their own land. 
They thus had to abandon their own crops, 
which were ruined. 
But this was only the 
beginning of oppression. The tax gatherer 
next appeared, demanding a large propor­ 
tion of the unreaped crop, and as this 
could not i>e given, recourse to the money 
lender was inevitable. 
¡Seven and eight 
per cent, a month interest soon ruined 
the Fellaheen, when addtd to a demand 
for taxes six months in advance ; and the 
people who are most passionately attached 
to their land were thus literally forced to 
sell it. 
In this way Ismail 1‘asha dispos­ 
sessed a million of peasant proprietors. 
And yet this was only one item in the 
long catalogue of that ruler’s misdeeds, 
la fourteen years he incurred debts to the 
amount of more than §500,000,000. 
Some 
of the money was expended on public 
works, canals, railroads, public buildings, 
and so on. 
But one-fourth'of the whole 
amount was 
lavished on personal ex­ 
travagance of the kind which leaves no 
traces. 
The resnlt of this reckless pro­ 
fusion and constant borrowing was that 
the finances of Egypt became almost hope­ 
lessly involved, and as his financial embar­ 
rassments grew, 
Ismail’s straggles 
to 
squeeze mere money out of his unhappy 
subjects produced an absolutely intolera­ 
ble condition of things. 
It has been es­ 
timated that Egypt can pay an annual 
revenue of about §50,000,000 ; but Ismail 
extorted probable §10,000,000 or §15,000,­ 
000 more than this, and at the same time 
he was steadily decreasing the productive 
power of his country by his monopolies. 
He had a passion to keep everything in his 
own hands. 
He built cotton mills, he 
went into farming on a great scale, he be­ 
came a merchant and a manufacturer ; and 
he at the same time undertook to accom­ 
modate the laws of trade to his own enter­ 
prises, to the inj ury of his people. 
All 
his undertakings failed, moreover. 
His 
enormous farra was not properly cultivated. 
No farm can be properly cultivated by 
forced, unpaid labor. 
He bad too many 
irons in the fire, and some of them were 
continually getting cold. 
The oppression 
of the people however waxed more cruel as 
his debts grew, and it was apparent at last 
that unless something was done Egypt 
would be bankrupted in a few years, and 
the people reduced to famine. 
Tnis was the beginning of that European 
intervention which has at length led to an 
English occupation of Egypt. 
Ismail was 
deposed by decree of the Porte, because, 
after being urged to an European financial 
controllership of his revenues, he undertook 
to throw this ofif, and return to his old 
plundering and borrowing methods. All the 
troubles which have arisen daring the 
reign of Tewtik, the present Khedive, are 
directly attributable to the restntm ent and 
greed of the old Turkish Pashas of Ismail’s 
type, who could not endure to see the 
Fellaheen 
contented 
and 
prosperous, 
who yearned to be at their throats once 
more, and who raged against the English 
and French because they had supplanted 
the principles of barbarism with those of 
civilization. 
These Pashas and their ad ­ 
herents have been making use of Arabi to 
get the foreigners ont of the conntry, but 
their sole purpose in doing so is to get the 
Egyptian people again into their clutches. 
The statements which have been made to 
the effect that the Fellaheen were filled 
with a national inspiration, are utterly un­ 
founded. 
The Fellaheen have no politics 
aud no aspirations. 
They resemble the 
Southern negroes in many ways. 
They are 
quite incapable of national longings. 
They 
have in fact no more notions of govern­ 
ment than s flock of sheep have. 
As to 
the Bedouins, who are a truculent race, 
and if possible more ignorant, and certainly 
more bigoted, than the Fellaheen, they 
are ready for any programme th at promises 
plunder, and they are also ready to cut the 
throats sf the infidels a t all convenient op­ 
portunities. 
Any native Egyptian Government that 
could bs established, however, would be a 
copy of Isina-.l’s in its main features, and 
it would mceesarily involve a positive 
change for the worse. 
Taxation by the 
stick, forced and unpaid labor, arbitrary 


and brutal oppression, no recourse for the 
Fellaheen; this ia all th at an Egyptian Gov­ 
ernm ent could 
poaaibly mean 
for the 
Egyptian people. 
On the other hand, an 
European Protectorate implies as distinct a 
change for the better. 
Under th at system 
the Fellah of Egypt becomes measurably a 
free man. 
The stick is eliminated from the 
revence system. Forced labor is abolished. 
Pashas and cadis and sheiks are all com­ 
pelled to behave themselves. 
The sover­ 
eign is not perm itted to evict hundreds cd 
thousands of Itis subjects. 
In fact there is 
all the difference between a life worth liv­ 
ing and one which is not. 
The statements 
ef the Arabi party as to their purposes 
have been altogether untrue and mislead­ 
ing. 
The fact ia th at a European Protect­ 
orate over Egypt has become necessary 
through the incapacity and tyranny and 
extravagance of her governing class, and 
that it will have to be instituted, and in 
all probability perpetuated. 
And there 
can be no doubt that such an arrangement 
is very much the best that can be made, for 
the Egyptian people themselves. 


THE 
RIGHT 
OF 
THE 
CITIZEN 
TO 
HIGHER 
EDUCATION. 


Article IX. of the State Constitution 
opens in these words : “ A general diffu- 
“ sion of knowledge and intelligence being 
“ essential to the preservation of 
the 
“ rights and liberties of the people, the 
“ Legislature shall enconrage by all suit- 
“ able means the prosecution of intellec- 
“ tual, scientific, moral and agricultural 
“ improvements." 
T hst looks like a good 
beginning, but when we come to Section 6 
we encounter a barrier which cuta the 
State educational system clean in two, and 
which in so doing shuts out the poor from 
all the advantages of the higher educa­ 
tion. 
W e quote : “ Section 6. The public 
“ school system shall include primary and 
“ grammar schools, and Buch high schools, 
“ evening schools, musical schools snd 
“ technical schools as may be established 
“ by the Legislature, or by municipal or 
“ district authority ; but the entire revenue 
“ derived fro m the State School Fund, and 
“ the State school tax, shall be applied ex- 
“ clusively to the support o f prim ary and 
‘‘grammar schools." 
The provision we 
have italicized separates 
the 
common 
school system from the University, and, in 
flat contradiction of the first section of 
Article IX ., confines the mass of the peo­ 
ple of the State to the primary and gram­ 
mar schools, reserving the higher schools 
and the University for the sons of those 
who can command money. 
I t is certainly 
a very singular fact that the new Constitu­ 
tion, which was framed chiefly by men 
who made an ostentations pretense of the 
radicalism of 
their democracy, should 
thus have established the most odious and 
least tolerable of all discriminations—a 
discrimination based solely upon pecuniary 
circumstances. 
This however is the fact, and it must be 
accepted and dealt with. 
Now that all 
the prejudice and passion which obscured 
the defects of the new Constitution have 
passed away,* it ia necessary to face the 
changes for the worse which it has en­ 
tailed upon the people, and to determine 
whether or cot these changes for the 
worse shall be endnred. 
Oa this question 
of the higher education there is not much 
room for controversy. 
If this is a repub­ 
lican form of government under which we 
are living, and if it ia to be maintained as 
such, there can be no toleration for an ed­ 
ucational system which deprives the poor 
of the most valuable part of knowledge, 
and which imposes in effect a property 
qualification upon all who seek to give 
their children the benefit of University in­ 
struction. 
The democratic 
genios 
and 
principle have been ignored in this part of 
the Constitution. 
Under the pretense of 
enlarging the liberties of the people it has 
curtailed them. 
Aud it has aimed the 
most cruel blow at their prospects in de­ 
priving them of the means of fitting them ­ 
selves for positions iu life above those of 
servile toil and dependence. 
W hen those who are merely offioe-seekers 
and professional politicians make platforms, 
they neither know nor care what the times 
demand. 
Their sole anxiety is to adopt 
taking catch-words, and issues which can 
be urged noisily. 
Tne platforms of poli­ 
ticians have been a series of traps in which 
the voters have been caught. 
No m atter 
what aonnd and fury have filled campaigns, 
all the publio spirit, all the reform energy, 
has invariably vanished on the evening of 
the day of election. 
It is only when the 
people make the issues th at they are genu­ 
ine, and that they are attended to with 
fidelity. 
Now the issue of higher educa­ 
tion for the masses is one which has to do 
with no abstraction. 
Nor is it at all am­ 
biguous or obscure. 
W e hive stated the 
facts as clearly as possibly. 
Here is a great 
State, with a system of common schools 
employing 3,000 teachers, and supposed, 
theoretically, to be capped and completed 
by a State University. 
This appearance, 
however, is a delnsion, a mockery, and a 
snare. 
As a m atter of fact, three-fonrths 
of the people of California are excluded 
from the University, and are confined to 
the primary and grammar schools. 
They 
may look at the University, and they may 
talk abont it, but they cannot put their 
children into it. 
They have no means of preparing their 
children for the University. 
Tnere are 
only a few High Schools in the State—not 
enough to supply a twentieth part of the 
population. 
The majority cannot make 
use of these few High Schools. 
The re­ 
sult is that all the education their children 
get is from the primary and grammar 
schools. 
It is very certain that the people 
did not understand thia question when 
they voted for the new Constitution, but 
they arc coming to understand it now. 
Los Angeles clamored for a Normal School 
until she got it. 
Redding has long been 
making a similar demand, and is undoubt­ 
edly equally entitled to it. 
But it is not 
enough to give Redding and Los Angeles 
Normal Schools. 
W hat is needed is to 
equalize the benefits of the State educa, 
tional system sc that they will be within 
the reach of the poorest. 
T hst is the 
issue which the R e c o r d - U s io n proposes to 
the Republican party, and it is one which 
every parent and every intelligent voter 
must apptove, no m atter what his politics. 
There m ast be no parish class in a repub­ 
lic, but it is apparent th at the operation of 
the present law tends to create a pariah 
class. 
For it provides in effect th st only 
those who can afford to prepare their chil­ 
dren at private schools snd colleges shall 
be permitted to avail themselves of the 
educational advantages of the Uuiversity. 
If the Constitution bad said in plain terms, 


“ No penen having a law income than 
“ $5,000 per annum shall be entitled to 
“ place his or her children a t the Uni- 
“ versity,” public opinion would have con­ 
demned the law a t once. 
Y et as it stands 
it involves almost precisely this meaning, 
snd nothing less. 
W hat possible chance have the small 
farmer, situated far from towns, the poor 
miner, living far away among the mount­ 
ains, the mechanic and storekeeper in the 
smaller towns and hamlets, the masaea of 
the people, in short, to send their children 
to the University now ’ They cannot do 
it at all. 
There are no higher schools for 
them to take advantage of. 
They cannot 
send their sons from the grammar schools 
to the University, snd therefore the whole 
of this large class is literally cut off and 
deprived of the benefits of the higher edu­ 
cation. 
W e say that this is an evil which 
m ust not be submitted to. 
T hat if it is 
capable of being remedied in no other way, 
the Constitution must be amended. 
That 
if it is capable of being remedied in any 
other way, that way m utt be taken. 
We 
say also th st it ia the duty of the Repub­ 
lican party to take up and to earry this 
issue, and to commit itself to the righting 
of the great wrong which is being done to 
the majority by the present state of the 
law. 
W hat is specially snd obviously 
needed is a system of 
District 
High 
Schools, so situated th st the whole popu­ 
lation of the State can avail itself of the 
opportunities offered by them for advanced 
instruction. 
Until we have such a series 
of higher schools the University will as­ 
suredly not be a popular institution ; will 
not belong to the people; will not repre­ 
sent a gennise State system of education. 
Every year hundreds of the rising genera­ 
tion are deprived of the educational advan­ 
tages they are entitled to demand, through 
thia absence of higher preparatory schools. 
Who can say how many young lives are 
thus injured permanently — how many 
promising intelligences are permanently 
prevented from developing, through the 
lack of the resources which that higher 
education would supply ? 


CHASING 
PHANTOMS. 


The hungry office-seeker in search of 
issues desires above all things to convince 
the voters that his election is necessary to 
the salvation of the community. 
In order 
to effect thia ho has to produce the impres­ 
sion th st the community stands in need of 
salvation ; that it is in fact in the moat 
imminent peril. 
And so he invents all 
manner of evils and abuses which he an­ 
nounces his determination to combat, and 
all through the campaign he chases and 
hev. s sway at these phantoms in a vigorous 
fashion. 
The most curious circumstance, 
however, is th at there are always many 
people who believe these fables, notw ith­ 
standing the fact that everything about 
them gives the lie direct to them. 
The 
scribes who are hired to write down the 
railroads in the interest of the office-seek­ 
ing Democrats are every day asserting that 
the people of California are in a grievous 
bondage, that all their earnings aud profits 
are beicg swallowed np by the greedy cor­ 
porations, that they are cowed and intim ­ 
idated 
and 
generally 
bedeviled. 
Yet 
every 
man 
knows, 
so 
far 
as 
he 
himself is concerned, that there ia no 
trnth in any of this sensational talk ; 
that as m atter of fact Californians are ab­ 
solutely free to do as they please ; that as 
m atter of fact all classes are prospering ; 
th at neither the merchant nor the farmer 
nor the wool grower nor the wine-maker, 
are in any way oppressed or hindered of 
their legitimate profits by the railroads ; 
that, cn the contarary, so far as most of 
them arc concerned, they owe all their 
inarketB to the railroads, and could no 
more do without them than without their 
limbs ; that times are better than they 
have been for five years ; and that the 
prospecte for the future were never better. 
Tnese are the facts, as opposed to the ex­ 
travagant and gloomy fictions which the 
political scribblers invent to frighten the 
voters into throwing away their franchise. 
The best antidote to this kind of poison is 
a fair and square look at ths actual 
facts. 
Such a look will demonstrate the 
absolute 
humbng 
of 
the 
Anti-Mo­ 
nopoly programme. 
For 
no 
man 
of 
common intelligence can look the situation 
squarely in the faca without a t once per­ 
ceiving that these demagogues are mis­ 
representing the facta in the most wild and 
reckless way ; that they are talking about 
a condition of things which has no exist­ 
ence ; and th at they sre proposing reme­ 
dies which have never cured anything, for 
diseases which affect only their own mor­ 
bid imaginations. 
The truth is th at Cali­ 
fornia is prospering to-day; th at the peo­ 
ple are saving money everyw here; that 
there is no oppressed or injored class in the 
State; and that the explanation of all the 
tom-tom beatiDg now going on is the 
otfice-hunger of certain unscrupulous dem­ 
agogues, combined with the bribe-hnnger 
of certain journalistic blackmailers. 
See­ 
ing how these demagogues havo already 
lied to the people, aud how thoroughly 
hypocritical and insincere are their pre­ 
tenses of public spirit, the only wise course 
for self-respecting men is to give them the 
cold shoulder. 


WORSE AND MORE OF IT. 


It is stated that the Republican man­ 
agers have become so bold in their adhe­ 
sion to 
the 
spoils system 
under 
the 
present Administration th st they have 
determined to collect political assessments 
this year, not oaly from the department 
and postal clerks, but from the laborers 
working in the Navy Yards. 
It does not 
need to be said th at the politicians have 
for many years “ worked ” the Navy Yards 
for all they were worth. 
It is notorious 
that nearly all, if not quite all, the appoint­ 
ments in them have been political. 
It is 
unquestionable that the disgraceful condi­ 
tion of the Navy is in part attributable to 
the employment of unfit and incompetent 
workmen for political reasons. But though 
the managers have always demanded th st 
the laborers in the Navy Yards shonld 
vote the “ straight ticket,” this is the 
first time it has been proposed to make 
them pay for their places. 
The extent to 
which evil communications corrupt good 
manners is shown in the rapid growth of 
shamelessness which the Republican man­ 
agers exhibit. 
This ia the most audacious 
and at the same time impolitic step they 
have yet taken, for it will be employed 
against them with the working cfhs-es, 
snd with telling effect. 
As the Nation 
observes : 
“ We believe no Government 
“ but our own, and no party but the Re- 
“ publican party, has until now forced the 


“ laborer and mechanic to pay out of his 
“ scanty earnings for the privilege of doing 
“ publio work.” 
Nevertheleae 
we are 
not sorry to see this new evidence of the 
growth 
of 
corruption 
and 
audaaity, 
for we are certain th at it will h»rt-n 
the 
reform* 
which 
are eo 
urgently 
demanded. The assessment of laborers snd 
mechanics in the Navy Yards will do more 
than anything which ha* yet occurred to 
call attention to the corruption perpe­ 
trated by whichever party undertake* to 
employ the public aervioe as a purely par­ 
tisan maohine. 
The principle applied in 
this case is, of course, not new. 
No 
party has ever been justified in levying 
assessments upon men ix the service of 
the United States. 
All such men are paid 
by the entire nation; by the Democrats 
as well as by the Republicans ; snd it is an 
outrage when they are made to contribute 
to the resources of one party. 
The Re­ 
publican managers, however, have now 
undertaken to sell the right to labor upon 
public works, snd it will not be long be­ 
fore their authority to make this demand 
will be required of them. 
The spoilsmen 
sre evidently becoming bolder in propor­ 
tion as public 
opinion grows stronger 
against their system. 
They apparently 
rely upon ths support of the Administra­ 
tion, snd think they can afford to despise 
outside sentiment. 
I t will be left for them 
to discover th at the abases on which they 
depend for the maintenance of their power 
have profoundly disgusted snd completely 
alienated a large and im portant element of 
independent 
voters ; 
an element suffi­ 
ciently important to constitute the balance 
of power, not only in the majority of the 
States, but in the country at large. 


THE EM BARR ASSMBNT OF THE 
PORTR 


The position of the Porte in regard to the 
Egyptian war is one of great embarrass­ 
ment, and for several reasons. 
In the first 
place the Sultan, as the Caliph of the 
Faithful, ia required to obey the orders ->f 
infidel Governments in declaring Arabi 
Kasha a rabel. 
In doing this the Sultan 
must expose himself to very serious suspi­ 
cion and misunderstanding. 
Arabi pre­ 
tends th at he is fighting to drive the 
infidels out of Egypt. 
This is his main 
support with the Mohammedans. 
But the 
Conference insists th at the Porte shall de­ 
clare him a rebel, and of course he will 
then acense the Porte of having deserted 
Islam and gone over to the Giaonrs. 
The 
Sultan no doubt fears the effect such an 
assertion msy have upon the reception of 
the new false Prophet who is alleged to be 
making his way through Upper Egypt at 
the present time. 
The hold which the 
Sultan has upon the Arabs as the represent­ 
ative of the Caliphate is by no means as 
strong as th at which he possesses over 
other 
Moslem 
races. 
The Arabs are 
Bourbons, and never forget or learn new 
things. 
They have never forgotten that 
the Sultan is a Turk, and th at though the 
Ottoman Empire haa endured many cen­ 
turies, it was originally founded on force 
and usurpation. 
Therefore they are al­ 
ways liable to accept an Arab pretender 
such as El Mehdi, and to repudiate the 
Sultan’s spiritual authority; and present 
events seem to tend th at way to a eonsid- 
erabie extent. 
In the second place it has 
been ascertained beyond doubt that the 
Sultan has been playing a double game in 
the Egyptian business; that he has been 
in constant 
correspondence with Arabi 
while pretending to support the Khedive ; 
and that when he sent Dervish Pasha to 
Alexandria it was in the hope that he 
might be able to assist rather than thw art 
Arabi. 
Documentary evidence of this 
duplicity is now in the possession of the 
English 
Government, 
and 
while 
the 
knowledge that his game has been discov­ 
ered renders it more difficult for the Sultan 
to resist the demands of the Conference, 
the actual relations he has held with the 
rebel commander make the denunciation of 
that personage very embarrassing. 
After 
trying in vain to postpone action the 
Porte has now proposed th at the decree of 
Arabi’s rebellion shall be made after the 
Turkish troops have landed in Egypt. 
It 
is not at all likely that this proposal will 
be accepted. 
I t is indeed more probable 
that the Porte will seek to withdraw from 
its promise to send troops, on the ground 
th at it cannot submit to let them be con­ 
trolled by the English. 
It is quite ap­ 
parent that the Sultan does not want to 
come into collision with Arabi, and under 
the circumstances it may be questioned 
whether any good moral effect can be sus­ 
tained by the dispatch of Turkish troops 
to Egypt. 
That they would be of little or 
no use in putting down the rebellion 
seems certain, and seeing how faithless 
the Sultan has been to his own professions 
thns far, it ought not to surprise any one 
greatly if they should refuse to fight when 
they are on the ground. 
Go the whole it 
would be better for all concerned that the 
Sultan should keep his soldiers at borne. 


THE JEHAD. 


It is said that Arabi Pasha has started 
a newspaper to advocate the Jehad, or 
holy war. 
For many years there has been 
a sharp controversy in Europe over the 
question whether it is possible to inaugurate 
a holy war in these days. 
There are some 
good grounds for doubting the feasibility 
of the undertaking. 
I t ia so long since the 
attem pt was made that there are no usefnl 
precedents, but it is significant that though 
during the Kusso-Turkish war the Porte 
seriously meditated recourse to this means 
of defense, it did not after all try the ex­ 
periment. 
The real fact is that nobody 
knows what effect tbo proclamation of the 
Jehad would have at the present time. 
The threat of proclaiming it is very much 
liko th at of "n am in g ” a refractory mem­ 
ber, in the House of Commons. 
A certain 
Speaker of the House was once asked what 
would happen if he should be compelled to 
“ name ” a member, and he replied mys­ 
teriously, “ The Lord only knows !” 
It is 
very much the same with the holy war. 
The 
Lord 
only knows 
what 
would 
happen 
if 
it should 
be proclaimed. 
There 
is, 
however, 
reason 
to 
sus­ 
pect that the call to all Moslems to fol­ 
low the standard of the Prophet would be 
answered but by a very few of them. 
The 
Mohammedans of Hindostán, for exam­ 
ple, have very little in common with those 
of Africa and Europe, and they would prob­ 
ably refute to recognize the appeal. 
It 
might be otherwise with the people of Cen­ 
tral Arabia. 
There the Wahabees, the 
most fanatical of all Arabs, still hold 
sway, and they might take up the cry and 
range themselves under the sacred banner. 
W hether the Moslems of 
the Sondan 
would come ia cannot be known in advance. 


The Turks might or might not join the 
movement. 
B at the trnth seems to be 
th at there i« a great deal of indifference in 
Islem as well aa in other Churches, and 
th at the prospect of anything like a gen­ 
eral rising of all the Mohammedan people* 
against the “ infidel" is extremely doubt­ 
ful under any circumstances. Arabi Pasha 
is said to entertain an ambition to found a 
new Arabian Empire, but it is far more 
probable th at he will be extinguished be­ 
fore he is three months older. 


MISS 
KILMANSEGG'3 
FATE REPEATED. 


A very singular fate befell John Clark at 
Chicago the other night. 
He wore a 
wooden leg, like Mr. Silas Wegg, and he 
ws* incarcerated in the Bridewell for some 
offense, being put into a cell with a man 
named Pettigill, who was regarded as an 
idiot. 
In the night Pettigill unscrewed 
his companion’s wooden leg, and beat him 
to death with it. 
This was the fate which 
Tom Hood prepared for his Mias Kilman- 
segg, the young lady who had a golden leg, 
and who was finally murdered by her hus­ 
band, a rascally foreign adventurer who 
had married her for her money, with this 
auriferous limb. 
The poet has painted the 
last scene in a very realistic manner. 
The 
young wife is i d bed, and suddenly feels a 
stir at her pillow, and “ some object be­ 
fore her glittered.” 
“ T w m the golden leg ! -she knew its gleam ! 
And up she started, and tried to scnam , 
But even in the moment she started 
Down caine the limb with a frightful smash, 
And, lost in the universal flash 
That her eyeballs made at so mortal a crash, 
The spark, called Vital, departed !” 
It remains to be seen whether the Chicago 
Coroner’s jury will follow the precedent 
set in the case of Miss Kilmansegg in de­ 
termining the cause of Clark’s death. The 
poet states that : 
“ At the Golden Lion the inquest m et— 
Its foreman, a carver and gilder— 
Aud the jury debated from twelve till three 
W hat the verdict ought to be, 
And they brought it in as Felo-de-se, 
Because her oicn leg had killed her." 
Of course such a verdict would acquit 
Tettigill of all blame in the premises, and 
it must be said that it is quite in accord 
with many of the renderings of modern 
juries in murder cases. 


THE L&TESr 
ASSASSINATION PLOT. 


A dispatch states that the English Gov­ 
ernment has in custody a man who has 
given information of an Irish plot to assas­ 
sinate the Qaeen. 
According to this story 
a society has been organized for this ex­ 
press purpose, and though a few mouths 
ago it might have been difficult to obtain 
credence for such a statement, after the 
Pcienix Park murders it caunot be doubted 
th at no crime is too horrid or detestable 
for some of the men who at present pre­ 
tend to be engaged in the cause of Irish 
independence. The utter craziness of these 
miscreants, however, would be conclu­ 
sively demonstrated by trustw orthy evi­ 
dence in support of this latest develop­ 
ment. 
For supposing that they had been 
able to carry ont their incredibly atrocious 
purpose, nothing can be more certain than 
that the result would have been to deprive 
Ireland of all sympathy whatever from the 
civilized world, and to render absolutely 
impossible the carrying out of any further 
measures for the improvement of her con­ 
dition. 
3uch a crime, in fact, would be 
regarded by all the world as justifying any 
conceivable severity, and thenceforward it 
would be impossible for Irish agitators to 
obtain a hearing, or to convince any one 
that a canse which proceeded by such 
methods was entitled to anything bnt dis­ 
gust, abhorrence and indignation. 


NOT 
A 
GOOD 
ILLUSTRATION. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says of the 
civil service reform proposition of 
Mr. 
George William Curtis that “ his proposed 
“ method is a servile copy of the English 
“ system, and what that is one may gain a 
“ fair idea of by reading the satires of 
“ Dickens and others. ” This is not trae. No 
one can gain a fair idea of the English civil 
service system by reading Dickens, and for 
the sufficient reason that the system now in 
operation had not been established when 
Dickens wrote his description of the Cir­ 
cumlocution office. 
Since that time the 
whole service has been revolutionized, and 
therefore those who look to Dickens for a 
“ fair idea ” of the existing situation will 
be misled. 
The fact is (aud whoever de­ 
sires to verify this statem ent can do so by 
reading Dorman B Eaton’s work entitled 
“ Civil Service in Great Britain ”) that the 
English civil service of to day ia beyond 
question the best in the world ; and if 
M r. Curtis proposes a ‘ * servile ” copy of it, 
by which epithet we suppose the Chronicle 
thinks it means a close copy, he is fully 
warranted in advocating that line, and the 
country cannot do better than to take his 
advice. 
There is no danger that any na­ 
tion, unless it be the Turks, would think 
of proposing either a “ servile ” or any 
other kind of copy of our civil service sys­ 
tem. 


DEMOCRATIC 
HYPOCRISY. 


The Democratic managers are trying to 
create the belief th at the Anti-Monopoly 
issue in their programme is a real one. Tne 
Examiner, however, in its first rage of disap­ 
pointment at the defeat of Hearst, declared 
th at General Stoneman had been nominated 
by the railroad. As to General Stoncmau’s 
railroad record, as shown in the reports as 
Railroad Commissioner which he has signed, 
it certainly is not that of an anti railroad 
man. 
In fact General Stoneman has in the 
strongest terms declared his disapproval of 
the kind of legislation which the Demo­ 
crats now pretend to be in favor of. 
It is 
clear from all this th at if these men were 
once elected the Anti-Monopoly cry would 
be qnietly dropped. 
General Stoneman 
prefers a quiet, easy-going life to constant 
wars and ramors of wars. 
The Examiner 
only wants to put Hearst into the United 
States Senate. 
In faot the anti-railroad 
howl is a hollow sham, which has been put 
forward by unscrupulous demagogues for 
the purpose of deceiving the people, and 
enabling the Democrats to escape the conse­ 
quences of their own blunders and mis­ 
deeds, of which the plank on the Sunday 
law is an example. 


EGYPTIAN GREENBACK ERE. 


The Illinois Green backers have settled 
the whole issne by coming ont in favor of 
Arabi Pasha. 
They have lugged him by 
the ears into American politice, and we 
suppose th at hereafter every 
orthodox

possess a valid reason for existence, having 
no issues of their own, it is probable that 
they have plunged into old-world politics 


in a fit of desperation. 
No doubt Arabi 
will feel greatly encouraged when he open* 
his Chicago papers and finds how nobly the 
Illinois Greenbscker* are supporting him, 
and with what vigor they abase the Eng! 
lish Government. 
He msy be s little puz­ 
zled by the incidental blow a t the United 
States, for he is not supposed to know any. 
thiug about Admiral Nicholson snd the 
American Navy, or w hat stands for the 
latter. 
Perhaps, however, he may think 
that the Illinois Greenbscker* would do 
better if they organized 
an E gjptian 
“ skirmishing fund,” whether on * dyu*. 
mite basis or otherwise. 
No doubt he is 
prepared to receive all contributions thank­ 
fully, and the Greenbackera can at least 
entertain themselves by raising subscrip­ 
tions for him.

Simon Kenton was one of the most noted 
of the early heroes ot K entucky— a man 
of much intelligence, wonderful courage 
and almost match'ess m uscular capacity. 
H e died near Bellefontaine, Ohio, in 1S30, 
at the advanced age of 81 years. 
The annals of the borders abound in ac- 
couuts of hiB thrilling adventures, but one 
incident in his life I have never seen in 
print, and therefore w ill repeat it as it has 
been told to me by old hunters and Indian 
fighters, who knew him ptrsonally and 
heard it from his own lipe. 
In my telling, 
however, it w ill lack much of Kenton’s 
gr.phic way of putting things. 
He was a great smoker, the most im port­ 
ant supplies, next to his weapons, being 
his pipe, pouch and tobacco. 
Food and 
clothing he could capture with his gun, but 
not so his tobacco ; and hence his zeal to 
lay in a stock of his luxury before setting 
out on any expadiaon. 
But lire to light 
his pipe was not so readily obtainable, it 
being no little trouble to ignite tobacco by 
flint and steel. 
It w ill be remembered that 
triction matches were not -n common use 
until 5 ears alter Kenton’s day. 
A t one time when a prisoner in the hands 
of the British at Detroit, he was particu­ 
larly admired by Eaglish officers on ac­ 
count of his great strength and courage, 
and the many remarkable exploits lor 
which ha was famous ; and one of these of­ 
ficers, observing his fondness for smoking 
and the dilticulty in lighting a pipe, pre­ 
sented 
Kenton with a powerful pocket 
burning-glass or lens, by which he conld 
- asily focus the rays of the sun on the to­ 
bacco and set it on fire. 
1 his thing worked charm ingly, and for 
many years, wherever he went, held its 
place in the pouch w ith his pipe and to­ 
bacco. 
It is an incident in which the sun-glass 
acted a prominent part, w hich I have re­ 
solved to relate. 
A summer or two after he became posses­ 
sor of the glass, he was again taken cap­ 
tive by a party of nine Indians, who, rec­ 
ognizing him at once, resolved to torture 
him to death immediately, so as to rid 
themselves of eo formidable an enemy be­ 
fore he should have time or chance to es­ 
cape. 
A stake was driven into the ground, and 
a quantity of dry leaves and wood piled 
about it, 
aud then the chief spoke in 
broekn English : 
“ W hite chief hungry ; eat fire, he feel 
better!” 
Kenton re p liel by asking the privilege 
of smok lig his pipe be'ore burning. 
Mow 
the Indians of certain tribes were always 
em gularly generous in response to such re­ 
quests, especially as toward pipe and to­ 
bacco they entertained a sort of religious 
deference. 
Of these they never robbed 
prisoners nor despniled the bodies of the 
alain ; and among the few sacred objects 
buried w ith the dead, pipes were always 
included. 
It was on account of this tu 
p o stilio n s sanctity that the pipe bore such 
au im portant part in the ceremonies of a 
council, and was always smoked as a bond 
of strength between tribes entering into a ’ 
treaty together. 
They never denied a cap­ 
tive’s request for a Bmoke, and therefore 
Kenton 
v>as immediately gratified by a 
grunt of assent. 
A fter securing his feet more firm ly with 
leathern thongs— for they knew too well 
his daring and prowess to give him any ad­ 
vantage— they unbound his hands that he 
m ight fill his pipe and enjoy his last earthly 
smoke. Deliberately he proceeded to crum ­ 
ble up the tobacco and pack it in the pipe- 
bowl. 
This done, 
he placed the long 
wooden 8 Lem in his mouth, and zeemtd 
re^ily for ll!n r, steel and tinder with which 
to light the luxury. 
W ith another gruut 
a red man passed him the customary im ­ 
ple oients; but, to his surprise, Kenton re­ 
fused them. 
Theo, w ith a dram atic gpgture, he ex­ 
tended his right hand toward the sun in 
mid-heaven, it being about noon, and hold­ 
ing it thus w ith the burniDg-glass clasped 
between the thumb and fore ficger, he dex­ 
trously brought it to a focus ou the con­ 
tents of his pipe, winch in this way was 
q uickly ignited, and in a moment he was 
puffing clouds of smoke from his lips. 
This was beyond the wits of the savages. 
The lens i eing of glass and transparent, 
they had not observed it, and evidently be­ 
lieved that he had lighted his pipe bv 
sim ply letting the sunlight pass through 
the circle formed by his thum b and linger. 
A ll unconcerned he puffed away, wmle 
they gathered in an excited gronp a few 
yards distant and discussed the wonder in 
grunts and muttenngs. 
In a few minutes bo had exhausted the 
contents of the pipe-bowi and proceeded to 
refill it. 
A t this the red men became 3ilent, and 
watched him as if he were a supernatural 
being. 
W hile crum bling the tobacco the glass 
lay nnsten at his side, and when he wa? 
ready to light up again, with another still 
more dram atic gesture, he seized the lens 
aud held it toward the sun. and, with three 
or four cries of mysterious and startling 
import to the Indians, begau whiffing the 
bluish smoke as coolly as before. 
B y this tim e the superstition of the sav­ 
ages was in fall operation, and they were 
ripe for alm ost any display of K -nton’s 
supposed supernatural power. 
Probably 
no people on th e whole globe were ever 
more sensitive to such influences than the 
native tribes of N orth America. 
W hat 
they could not com prehend they dreaded 
w ith craven fear, especially if it em anated 
from the sun or clouds. 
Seeing his ad­ 
vantage, K eaton stretched forth his hand 
again, holding the glaes so as to kiudle the 
leaves near him. 
Then w ith a strange, 
wild cry, he sw ung his arm s abovs his 
head, adroitly shifted th e lens to his left 
hand, and theD quickly started a smudge 
in another place. 
Next, struggling to his feet, tied though 
they were, he gave an almost superhuman 
leap— jum ping being Kenton’s special forte 
— and brought himself to the heap of fagots 
that had been gathered for his particular 
entertainment, and seating himse1' near 
them, went through a pantomime more 
weird than before, whereupon a tUine 
blazed up aronnd the stake, as if the vic­ 
tim were already fastened to it, and ready 
for torture. 
Ilia next performance was to beckon to 
the chief to come and unbind his ankles. 
The mystified IndiaD hesitated, but finally 
ventured cautiously forward, as if not dar 
ing to disobey such a man, and began with 
nervous lingers to fumble at the deerekin 
thong. 
W hile thus engaged Kenton lifted one 
hand, 
and instantly a lurid , blistering 
point of fire fell on the red man’s wrist. 
W ith 
an 
‘ U g h !” he jerked his hand 
away, but only to feel the burning focus 
on his head. 
T his was too much even for an In d ia n ’s 
nerves, and, with a cry of terror, the old 
chief sprang away and ran to the nearest 
tree, behind which he took shelter. 
The 
rest of the savages im itated their leader, 
leaping behind adjacent trees ; and while 
w ith wondering eyes they stared at K en­ 
ton, he proceeded leisurely to nnbind his 
own ankles. 
T his done, he waved bis arms towards 
the san, as if giving thanks cr invoking 
further aid, and then went to a powder- 
horn, dropped by one of the Indians, and, 
w ithdraw ing the stopple, placed it as he 
wanted it, fixed bis sun-glass so that the 
focus would enter the horn, and stepping 
toward the Indians gesticulated fiercely at 
them. 
Instantly there was a vivid flash 
and a roar, the powder-horn disappeared, 
and the frightened savages fled as if the 
“ Creat S pirit ” had suddenly come to de­ 
stroy them. 
A t thiB, Kenton considered himself mas­ 
ter of the field, and, in less time than it 
takes to tell it, flung upon the fire what­ 
ever the Indisne had left behind them, 
seized his own property that they had 
taken from him, gun and garments, and 
made haste from the scene. 
A few years later, when p eace had b een 
restored Am ericans and English, a n d the 
Indians were on pacific term* w ith the 
“ Hunters of K en tucky,” Kenton had the 
pleasure of meeting at a “ pow-wow " with 
seme c f the warriors who h a d com p osed 


the party so signally worsted by a sun­ 
glass. They knew him at once, and showed 
an almost ungovernable fear as he came for­ 
ward to shake hands. 
During the “ pow­ 
wow ” he often detected them gazing at 
him with furtive glances, and as he still 
had the lens, he mischievously seized the 
first opportunity to call down fire from the 
Bun to light his pipe again, accompanying 
it w ith strange gestures. 
Afterw ard he learned that they believed 
him in league w ith the “ Great S pirit,” and 
able, if he wished, to summon the gnn to 
battle for him .— [I. L. Bemac, in W ide 
Awake.

A n E x p e r i m e n t w i t h T o m a t o e s . — This 
season has been a favorable one for tom a­ 
toes, and, though the tim e for setting them 
out has passed, it is not out of place to 
give the result of several methods, by way 
of experim ents, which may interest those 
engaged in growing them . 
Plants of the 
same age and hight were placed in parallel 
rows, one row being heavily m anured, and 
treated in the nsoal m anner, while the 
other row was subjected to a different pro­ 
cess. 
Before the plants were set ont a 
square hole one foot iu diam eter was dug 
for each plant, the depth being about two 
feet. 
A t tb e bottom , coal-ashes were 
placed, and th e plant was set directly on 
the ashes. 
A m ixture of m anure and d irt 
was then filled in around the plant, which 
was placed a t such a depth as to leave only 
a few inches of th e top shoots rem aining 
out of the ground. 
The m anure used was 
less than for the rows set w ith plants in the 
nsnal m anner. 
The effect is plainly per­ 
ceptible, as the plants in those rows con­ 
taining the coal-ashea have made double­ 
grow th, and tow er high above those iu the 
other rows. 
I t is not claimed th a t the ap­ 
plication of coal ashes was th e cause of 
such rapid grow th, as the experim enter 
used them for convenience, but the prepar­ 
ation made by their nse adm itted of good 
drainage, while the receptacles of th e roots 
were deep and safe from dryness, and the 
application of the m anare and d irt was 
snch as to allow th e plants good feeding- 
room, and plenty of it. 
The extra prepar­ 
ation saved m anure and gained growth.

CAMP HAYMOND. 


According to general orders No. 22, issued 
by Colonel T. W. Sheehan, the First Artil­ 
lery Kegiment will leave this city on Monday, 
August 21st, for their third annual encamp­ 
ment, at Laurel Grove, near San Rafael. For

TO-DAY’S PRIMARY ELBCTK». 


The Republican primary election will be 
bald in Sacramento county to-day, between 
the boon of 2 and 7:30 r. m., for the purpose 
of electing delegatee to the County Conven­ 
tion, which is to be held at Tarn Verein Hall 
on Wednesday, August 9th. The primary is 
called under the Porter primary election law. 
The qualification required for voters at the 
election, in addition to those prescribed by 
law, are : “ To have voted for the Garfield 
and Arthur Electors at the Presidential elec­ 
tion in 1880, or to have intended so to vote 
had the voter been able to vote at that time, 
and a pledge to support all of the Republican 
nominees.” 
The polls in the city will be held ts fol­ 
lows : First Ward, 17 delegates, Stevens’ sa­ 
loon, J street, between Second and Third ; 
Second Ward, 19 delegates, at Leslie’s, 
Fourth acd K ; Third Ward, 29 delegates, 
William Tell House, Ninth and J ; Fourth 
Ward, 26 delegates, Touhey’s, Tenth and M. 
The list of Inspectors and Judges, the poll­ 
ing places in the connty and number of dele­ 
gates each district is entitled to, are adver­ 
tised. 
In the First W ard there is but one ticket. 
It is known in local political parlance as the 
Rnoads-Rider ticket. 
It derives its name 
from the leaders of the party in that ward. 
It is supposed to be solid for W. A Ander­ 
son for Senator. 
In fact, the First Ward is 
solid for whoever i: goes for. It is the integer 
of Sacramento politics ; votes as a unit, and 
it is said by ill-natured people, trades as a 
uni,—but this latter charge perhaps has no 
foundation in fact. There is no contest in 
the First Ward. 
In the Second Ward the caucus ticket was 
made in the interest of Joseph Wiseman for 
Supervisor. The opposition to Mr. Wiseman 
did not appear in the caucus. The opposition 
element met and made a ticket, which, by its 
pointed head, c»11b itself the W. D. Stalker 
ticker. 
It is in the interest of Mr. Stalker 
for Supervisor, and will be worked vigorously 
at the polls to-day. 
On the all-absorbing 
question o{ Senator the Second Ward tickets 
are supposed to be unpledged, though indi­ 
viduals upon each ticket are strongly biased 
for and against Mr. Johnson. 
In the Third W srd a strong ticket was 
named by the caucus of Thursday eveniog, 
which meets with general support in the 
ward. An opposition ticket, worked chiefly 
by Win. J . Davis, Fred. Kirn and other ward 
bos es, is iu cpposition chiefly to the can- 
didscy of Grove L. Johnson for Senator. 
Mr. Davis is as pronounced against Mr. 
Johnson as if the latter had at some time 
been poundmsster and had lassooed the for­ 
mer’s dog. The contest prc mises to be warm, 
particularly if the weather continues at the 
fever stage noted for the past few days. 
The Fourth Ward is said to be " the boss.” 
The caucus rule excluded candidate» from 
the ticket, and much difficulty was experi­ 
enced in finding Republicans, not candidates, 
sufficient to fill two tickets. There are twen­ 
ty-three candidates for the office of Super­ 
visor, which is all the more surprising since 
it is well known that the connty treasury is 
empty, nothing being left but the sAfe and an 
indebtedness of 940 000 against the general 
fund. 
The opposition to the Turner Hall 
ticket will be called the Republican ticket. 
Fourth Ward. 
So far as other county officers are con­ 
cerned. they are hardly spoken of, owing to 
the intense interest taken in the Senatorial 
contest. 
For the office of Sheriff, the present 
incumbent, Adolph Heilbron, and T. H. 
Berkey, are the leading contestants. Four 
candidates appear tor the office of Aosessor, 
to w it: J. W Houston, J . T. Griffitte, F. A. 
Shepherd and N. J. TolL Quite a lively con­ 
test exists between W. E. Getber and J. H. 
Miller, both of the Fourth Ward, for the 
nomination for the ctfi ce of Auditor and Re­ 
corder. Owing to the depleted state of the 
county finances, but one person has offered 
his name as a candidate for the office of 
Treasurer—A. S. Greenlaw. For County 
Clerk there are two candidates—William B.

Ex-Senator Stephen W. Dorsey, whose 
name is prominent at tbe present time, was 
born at Benson, Vt., February 28, 1842. 
When a mere boy he remove! to Oberlin, O. 
A t the outbreak of the war, he volunteered 
into the Union army, acd served under 
General Grant at Shiloh, General Buell at 
Perryville, General Roeencrans at Stone 
River and Chattanooga, and General Thomas 
at Mission Ridge. 
In the year 1864, he was 
transferred to the Army of the Potomac, and 
took part in the battles of the Wilderness and 
cf Cold Harbor. 
He served until tbe close of 
the war, then returned to Ohio, and entered 
the Btrvica of tbe Sandusky Tool Company, 
of which he rose to bs President. Con­ 
temporary with this promotion he was 
elected, without his knowledge, to be Presi­ 
dent of the Arkaneas Central Railroad Com­ 
pany. Consequent upon this he removed to 
_ 
Arkansas. 
He declined a seat in Congress 
yj 
offered him by the First District, but when 
elected United States Senator, almoet unani­ 
mously, accepted the honor. 
He took his 
seat as a Republican on the 4th of March. 
1873. 
Daring the campaign of 1880, ex­ 
Senator Dorsey worked very energetically to 
promote the election of General Garfield.

EASTERN CALIFORNIANS. 


THE IB NEE HISTORY OF HARK TWAIK'S 
•' INNOCENTS ABROAD.” 


A V alian t and W arm -H earted Forty-N iner 
— A V ersatile and E ccentric Argo­ 
n a u t—Pacific Elopers.

N ew Y o rk , July 26, 1882. 
Samuel Langhorne Clemens, better 
known as Mark Twain, is one of a number 
of now popular humorists who, having 
gained their lirst reputation in California, 
came Cast to strengthen and extend it. 
Hia change of base from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic happened, through circumstances, 
to benefit his fame, though it is quite likely 
that, if he had stayed longer and published 
more in San Francisco, he would have 
drawn nearly as much attention there as in 
the East. Clemens had 
THF. OPPOSITE OF RKET HARTF.'.S EXPERT* 
KKCE 
In crossing the continent, as in nearly 
everything else. No two men who have 
been classed as humorists could be more 
unlike. Harte s intellect is distinctively 
fine ; Clemens’ is robust, but rather coarse, 
like his taste aid his work generally. 
Harte is a poet; Clemens represents prose. 
The one is an artist; the other a kind of 
mountebank. Harte is visionary, ideal­ 
istic, wholly unpractical ; Clemens is 
shrewd, calculating, business-like. Harte 
is blind to opportunities, however golden ; 
Clemens twists circumstance into occasion, 
and turns it to profit. The result is that, 
while the poet is deeply in debt, with no 
prospect of getting out, the astute man of 
the world enjoys an easy independence, 
and is steadily bettering his condition. 
Harte‘s mind is infinitely superior to Clem­ 
ens’ mind, though Clemens' principles as 
well as practices are obviously superior to 
those of Harte. 
It is well nigh fifteen years since Mark 
Twain turned liis back on San Francisco, 
after making a local name by writing droll 
sketches for the newspapers there, to seek 
here a broader field and larger recompense. 
He heralded his advent by contributing to 
a journal of this city, now deceased, the 
Saturday Pretil, I believe, “ The Jumping 
Frog oi Calaveras County,” which intro­ 
duced his cow familiar sobriquet to this 
public, and made people laugh by its gro­ 
tesque extravagance. After arriving here 
he published the “ Jumping Frog,” with 
other sketches, in a little volume. Another 
Californian, Charles E. Webb, was the 
amateur publialer, but it attracted hardly 
any notice, and had but a small sale. 1’ wain 
was greatly disappointed and discouraged, 
for he had, it seems, expected to rise into 
suddeD renown by this single venture. 
When the summer came, he decided to 
go to Europe and the Holy Land on the 
Quaker City, as the excursion was adver 
tised as one of pleasure, and promised to be 
cheap. He had do definite idea of a book, 
though he arranged with the Tribune to 
send at a low rate a few letters describing 
the special features of his travels. He was 
absent six months, and found ample mate­ 
rial for the exercise of his talents ; but he 
wrote only an occasional letter for the jour­ 
nal mentioned, and what he wrote was not 
remarkable. Returning from his voyage, 
the Herald offered him 8200 for a general 
account, in two or three columns, of his 
observations and experiences, and he 
promptly furnished it. It was 
VERY FUNNY ; 
Its drollery and satire were heartily en­ 
joyed ; it was widely copied ; it gave him 
his first extended reputation, and revealed 
his mentai timber. He had secured, he 
thought, recognition at last; he was de­ 
lighted, and began straightway to prepare 
copy for a good-sized volume. He worked 
faithfully lor months, and flattered him­ 
self that there would be active compe^i- 
tiou for his hundreds of sheets of fair, 
open MS. The announcement was made 
that he had finished his work ; but nobody 
appeared anxious to take it. He was cha­ 
grined, though he waited and waited, all 
in vain. Since the publishers would not 
come to him, he would go to the pub­ 
lishers ; and he went to them and 
at them most actively and energetically. 
How his vanity was crucified! One 
house after another declined with thanks, 
until his copy had fairly been the rounds. 
Many reasons were assigned for not accept­ 
ing it, and they were often contradictory. 
One firm thought it too dull ; another too 
lively ; a third said it would wound the 
orthodox ; a fourth, that there was too 
much religion in i t ; a fifth, that it was 
too rhetorical; a sixth, that it was too 
coarse. They were unanimous on one 
point—nobody wanted it. 
The author, 
who felt tempted to have his MS. copied 
on parchment to resist wear and tear, sent 
it both to Boston and Philadelphia, to every 
respectable house in those cities, without 
getting a nibble. He was enraged. Hav­ 
ing received it back for the hundredth time, 
he had threatened to burn lip the enrsed 
thing, when he chanced to meet the late 
Albert D. Richardson, to whom he un­ 
burdened bis rankling woes. 
Richardson 
took the copy; ran it over, aud was so 
tickled with it that he sent it promptly to 
the American Publishing Company, who 
had published two books for him. They 
actually accepted it. 
The extraordinary success of the book, 
entitled “ Innocents Abroad” is well 
known. It sold more than 200,000 copies, 
independent of pirated editions, and ib one 
of the most laughter-provoking volumes of 
the time. Almost everybody has read it, 
and roared over it. Often coarse, generally 
extravagant, sometimes weak and puerile, 
it has all the elements of popularity, as 
any one, except a regular publisher, would 
perceive at a glance. Twain has never 
done, nor is he likely to do, anything half 
so good since. “ Roughing It,” and other 
of bis writings arc comical and clever ; but 
“ tcnocents’ sounded all his notes. He 
retains his popularity, however; for those 
who try to make us laugh are apt to be 
welcome, though they may have become 
mere echoes of their earlier selves. T wain 
could draw as a lecturer, and draw largely, 
even at this, the poorest of all lecturing 
points ; but he refuses to appear any more 
on the platform, and his circumstances, 
since he married a rich wife, are too easy 
to render 
THF. MONEY QUESTION 
Vita!, as it is with moat of the members of 
his guild. His home is still at Hartford— 
really a suburb of the metropolis, to which 
he pays frequent visits. He is often in­ 
vited to public dinners and festivals, where 
he is always welcome, from his reputation 
aa a humorist, which has not declined, and 
which he nourishes with zealous solicitude. 
Now in his 47th year, he does not look 
much older than he did^j • decade since. 
He still has mnch of the appearance of a 
Western trader—natural enough to a na­ 
tive rural Missourian—added to the gravity 
of a Methodist exhorter. 
His serious, 
even solemn semblance and manner, make 
his jest) even better than they are ; and 
he is so associated with jocosity that most 
persons laugh when he says anything, re­ 
gardless of its quality. Happy are they 
whose reputation is above their talents. 
Twain is generally mentioned as an ex 
ample of a literary man who has grown 
prosperous by his pen. His prosperity is 
dne to bis marriage and sagacious manage­ 
ment of his affairs. All that he has de­ 
rived from his writings might be included, I 
imagine, within $35,000. The mortals who 
write themselves into fortune are eitle* 
born of the fancy, or have not been born 
at all. 
ONE OT THE FORTY-NINERS 
W hc has long lived here is General Thomas 
W. Sweeny, a gallant soldier and thor­ 
oughly good follow, now, I believe, on the 
retired list. Sweeny is, as his name indi­ 
cates, an Irishman by birth, batan Americ n 
to the backbone. No soldier was more de­ 


voted to the Union canse, or fonght more 
valiantly for the integrity of the Republic. 
He played a conspicuous part in any num­ 
ber of battles daring the civil war, and was 
wounded in nearly every engagement. The 
Utter fact was so widely known among 
the army officers that, just after the battle 
of Shiloh, if I remember, where he chanced 
to escape from his usual hurt. Grant met 
him, and aaid laughingly, "H ow is it, 
Sweeny, that yoa have not been hit ? There 
must be some mistake. This fight will 
hardly count nnless yon can show another 
wound.” 
The General was in the regular service 
from his youth—he rose, I think, from 
the ranks—and bis military record has 
always been most creditable. His fault as 
a soldier was that he was too brave, brave 
to rashness. He has the ardent tempera­ 
ment of his raoe ; he is full of emotion, 
swayed by his impulses, generous to a de­ 
fect. If he had but half a loaf of bread, 
and were very hungry, be would share it 
with his friend, or enemy even, and be 
pretty sure to give him the larger portion. 
Fond of lively company, and brimming 
with good fellowship, he is a capital right- 
hand neighbor at dinner ; for he alwayshas 
a fund of pleasant stories and reminis­ 
cences, and is as 
WARM-HEARTED AS HE IS BRAVE. 
Sweeny is very domestic now, having a 
quiet, comfortable home in the suburbs, 
but is often seen in the bnsy haunts down 
town with his armless sleeve—tit emblem 
of a dauntless soldier—and his ruddy, ra­ 
diant face, that grows mere radiant at sight 
of a Californian of the old days. He is 
not so yonng as he has been ; the ashes of 
time have fallen on his hair ; but he is as 
erect in figure, his eye as bright, his spirit 
as young as when he led in the .Southwest 
the first forlorn hope against the lebel 
breast-works, and was cooler in the lace of 
eminent danger than he would be in a snow­ 
storm in Central Park. 
Stephen Masset, who calls himself an 
Argonaut, and who used to be known on 
the Pacific coast as “ Jeems Pipes, of 
Pipesville,” has turned up here again, after 
an absence of some years. He was form­ 
erly a permanent guest at the St. Denis, 
but since the rearrangement and enlarge­ 
ment of the hotel he appears to have dis­ 
tributed himself through the town. Mas- 
set is a character, and though his clustering 
locks have grown gray and the lines have 
deepened in his face, he has cot changed 
his disposition or his habits. He is as 
ready as ever to lend himself as an enter- 
• ainer to any festal company. 
He will 
sing, recite, give imitations, and make him­ 
self miscellaneously useful and ornamental, 
any afternoon or evening, without any con­ 
sideration. lie deems himself sufficiently 
remunerated for his efforts by the good 
cheer aud good society he encounters. 
Just what his calling is it would be hard 
to say. He is wont to speak of himself as 
a traveler, humorist, writer, diner out, 
recitationist, man of society aud the world, 
and a dozen other things that I cannot re­ 
call. I doubt if anybody except himself 
knows how he lives ; but he is always well 
dressed and well fed, and rejoices in the 
possession, as he will tell you any time, of 
innumerable intimate friends among the 
richest and most prominent people in the 
land. Yon can hardly mention a noted 
personage anywhere with whom Masset has 
not been, and is yet. ou the most familiar 
terms. 
He is the incarnation of good nature, 
never taking offense at anything, and never 
letting any man of distinction escape with­ 
out the honor of his acquaintance. If he 
wonld write a veracious autobiography, it 
would be intensely interesting ; it would 
introduce the public to many curious 
scenes and experiences of which it has 
scarcely an intimation. He was at the re­ 
cent annual reunion at Martinelli’s, of the 
Associated Pioneers of California. 
Of 
course he was ; he never misses each an 
occasion, or any occasion, indeed, where he 
can make himself conspicuous, and add to 
the entertainment by a bit of self-adver­ 
tising. All things considered, all his ante­ 
cedents taken into account, Massett is very 
remarkable, and in his way, though a 
queer one, he is a man of genius.

BREAKING COLTS. 
Losing one’s temper in so important a 
work ib very hurtful. If you think it will 
not matter, that it will be all forgotten, 
you are sadly mistaken ; it will not be for­ 
gotten, but will constantly act as a re­ 
minder of the untrustwnrt'}ines8 of the 
man. Begin early with your colt, and 
never contradict yourself to him; and he 
will think it is ail right; that he has to do 
what you require ot him. W hat you do 
iu the way of teaching or breaking, do it 
gradually — mildly, ol course — and witü 
confidence ; this will inspire confidence in 
return. Tnue, get him used to the harness, 
saddle, etc., by degrees ; first, by a part of 
the harness, and so on. By-and-by he will 
have reached the full attainment, and he 
will hardly know how, only that he is to 
abide by i t ; it will be seen as a matter of 
course. But if a vicious tit takes him 
while training, you must hold him as with 
a vise, and let him know that resistance is 
entirely useless. Flinch once and he will 
want you to flinch again, and he will en­ 
deavor, and harder than before, to have 
it io ; but if he have no excuse, 
the way will soon be clear to you. 
Make your colt what you want of him as 
a horse. He is au instrument, and you 
are to fashion him a9 you want him. If 
for farm work, you do not want him for a 
trotter, nor for a racer. If you want him 
for heavy farm work alone, he must be 
treated somewhat differently from what 
is necessary for a mere roadster, and vice 
versa. For a saddle horse or a lady's 
horse, you want something different still. 
If he is high-tempered yon must treat him 
differently from a horse with a mild dis­ 
position, and so on. You must know your 
horse, and know what you want him for ; 
then make him snob ; shape the instrc- 
ment to y our parpóse. Begin early ; at 
birth is not too early ; hints and signs ha e 
an effect—and these go through life. It 
takes time and patience to do it. It mu. t 
be gradual, growing work. The colt must 
grow in its training, at in his years; it 
w.ll be nature with him then, and he will 
want to do that only ; in fact, he knows 
only to do that—this makes him reliable. 
Toe man who is a humane and intelligent 
man has made him so ; and he will tieat 
him with discretion, work him what he 
cio really bear, and what, mainly, he 
i -ves to do. He will, therefore, wear at 
least a third longer. He will do good ser­ 
vice to a ripe old age, while others, with a 
hard treatment, are worn out at what 
should be their prime.—[Indiana Farmer. 


MAN AND BIS BUTTOB1. 
Did yon ever see a man in the solitnde 
and privacy of his study attempt to sew on 
a button by himself ? It is in all its details 
one of the most interesting performances in 
the world. First, he hunts for a but tor. 
Generally to secure it he robs Peter to pay 
Panl, and cuts one from another garment. 
This button may be much larger or much 
smaller than the size he is wearing. Next 
he hunts a needle. Probably he goes out 
and buys a paper of needles. He always 
chooses the largest needles, having an im 
pression that large needlea will sew strong­ 
er than small needles. As to thread, he 
gets the coarsest he can find, aud this he 
doubles. He would thread his needle. He 
takes his needle in one hand and his coarse 
black thread in the other. He bites off the 
thread to the desirable length. Then he trie s 
to twist it to a tine point. Generally in this 
he succeeds in making two and sometimes 
three fine points out of one end. Of course 
he can't get all these points throngh the 
needle’s eye at oncc. He tries hard to 
make that needle and thread get on friend­ 
ly terms with each other, but they won’t. 
They don’t want to get acquainted. They 
do not wish to have anything to do with 
each other. Sometimes it is the needle 
that kicks ; sometimes the thread. Some­ 
times he imagines he has really threaded 
his needle. It is an ocular delusion. The 
thread has missed the needle’s eye by half 
an inch. It is harder work than sawing 
wood. At last the needle is threaded. 
Now he tries to sew the button on without 
taking his trousers off. This proves a fail­ 
ure, 
He twists himself into an uncom­ 
fortable position, aud so would sew. 
But he can t sew so. He runs the needle 
into himself. Aud the contrary thread al­ 
ways insists in fouling or on doubling round 
the next button. Then one part of the 
doubled thread won’t work harmoniously 
with the other part. One part draws through 
the button’s eye first, and leaves the other 
part behind. Then it gets hitched up, and 
the ambassador swears. 
Or the needle 
breaks ; and then he swears. He may not 
swear audibly; but the recording angel 
knows what is going on inside of him, aud 
debits him every item. He sews hard. 
He has forgotten all about the necessity 
for a thimble. He jams his thumb down 
ou the needle’s head, and it punctures the 
thumb or runs under the nail. By and by 
he sews the button’s eye full of thread. 
His big needle won’t pa«s through any 
more. He must stop. He ends by wind­ 
ing the thread as many times as it will go 
under the button, and perhaps be leaves off 
with two or three inches of thread sticking 
outside. A woman can, through many- 
outward directions, tell when a man has 
been trying to sew on a button. He 
doesn’t know the shibboleth of needle and 
thread, auu it catches somewhere every 
time. At last the button is sewed on, and 
he is proud of his work.—[New York 
Graphic. 


T a k e Y o u r H a ts O ff.— Dio Lewis ac­ 
counts for the baldness of men in a simple 
way—the habit of keeping the head con­ 
stantly covered. He says you never see a 
man lose a hair below where the hat 
touches his skull. 
It falls off as clean as 
you can shave it down to exactly that line, 
but never a hair below, if he has been bald 
fifty years. The common black stiff hat, 
aB impervious as sheet iron, retains the 
heat and perspiration. 
The little hair 
glands, which bear the same relation to the 
hair that the seed wheat does to the plant 
above ground, become weak from the 
moisture and heat, and finally become too 
weak to sustain the hair. It falls out and 
baldness exists. A man with a good head 
of hair needs very littie protection where 
the hair grows. “ And yet,” he says,

It was a very important function in pro­ 
tecting the brain. Baldness is a serious 
misfortune. It will never occur to a man 
that wears such a hat as I do—a common 
white silk hat with 500 holes in the top, so 
that there will be more holes than hat. 
T .is costs nothing; the hatter will do it 
w ten you purchase your hat. If the nap 
b ¡ combed back the wrong way, and aftBr 
t e holes are made it may be combed the 
right way, no one will observe the peculi­ 
arity. The hat will wear quite as long— 
the hatters say considerably longer—be- 
ciuse it is dry instead of moist ; in brief, 
there is not a single objection to it, while 
it will certainly prevent baldness, keep the 
top of the head cool, and prevent much 
headache—[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
